Cranes, Hoists, Conveyors, Elevators, Industrial Trucks, Tractors, Tierers 
and Other Machinery Cut Distribution Costs When Properly Employed. 
Some of the Advantages Are Here Set Down 


By Jay S. 


N every line of industry there is a constantly increasing 
use of machinery in place of man power to handle ma- 
terials. Material handling machinery came into its own 
during and directly after the World War. Human hands 
then were at a premium and, as consumers called for and 
demanded increased production, the use of machinery to 
handle materials was found to be the most logical way 
out. 

Naturally some industries have progressed further than 
others in adopting material handling machinery, as the 
devices on the market fitted more logically into certain 
fields. Manufacturing plants, factories and mills for in- 
stance were quick to appreciate the value of mechanical 
means of handling materials. 

Industries all along the line, however, have now learned 
that machines can be installed to do their specific kinds of 
work, and the warehouse executives are taking this point 
of view more and more. 

Not only is a variety of machines found in constant 
use among the larger warehousing establishments, but 
in the smaller ones as well. It is realized that material 
handling machinery has a definite place in practically all 
warehouse and distribution operations. 

It is interesting to go back to the days just after the 
war and note how serious the situation was in regard to 
labor and how material handling machinery went far to 
solve the problem. ; 

In June of 1919 it was estimated that the increased cost 
of unskilled labor far exceeded the universal increase in 
cost of all commodities. Skilled laborers’ wages had gone 
up 30, 40, and in a few cases 100 per cent over pre-war 
standards; while common labor cost two and three times 
what it had five years previously. 

At that time, 1919, distribution operations were an- 
alyzed to a degree that they never had been before, in order 
that a way might be found to lower costs. A typical case 
was that of sugar grown in Cuba. 

Some of the forms of distribution entering into the 
processes of manufacture, and importation into this coun- 
try, of sugar were found to be as follows: It was first car- 
ried in the form of cane to the grinding mill. was there 
processed into raw sugar, packed in 330-pound bags, and 
piled in the warehouse. As there were no sugar re- 
fineries in Cuba the bags were transferred to cars and 
hauled to Havana, or to some other port, where they were 
again piled for temporary storage. They were then 
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transferred to ships and carried to one of the Amer- 
ican ports, unloaded and piled, or loaded on lighters, or 
on other conveyances and transferred to the refinery, un- 
loaded and piled; then passed into the refinery, and pro- 
cessed into refined sugar, packed in 100 pound bags, 
trucked to the warehouse and piled. Later, when sold to 
jobbers, these bags were transferred to cars, hauled to 
Chicago, unloaded at a warehouse somewhere about the 
city, and piled. Finally they were loaded into trucks and 
distributed. 

And when you bought your little package at the corner 
grocery you paid in proportion for all this lifting and 
piling, and all the other handling processes, and all the 
waste multiplied many times. 

Then it was realized that the high cost of living and the 
high cost of lifting were synonomous terms. 

Waste was found in practically every phase of distri- 
bution. Until a few years ago every bag of sugar at the 
Cuban central was piled by man power—by the hand over 
hand method—one bag at a time, two men pulling the 
rope, two men on top of the pile—and three men on the 
floor looking at them, and doing nothing. This waste 
was multiplied and then added to by the terminal piling 
and loading method—the total was multiplied, and again 
added to by the refiner, and a fourth multiplication of the 
total and an addition was made by the jobber, etc., and 
the consumer was handed the bill for the whole thing. 

An idea of the vast amount of money wasted through 
inefficient distribution practices in all lines may be realized 
by taking note of the inefficient distribution practices in 
the sugar industry alone. The total number of the mil- 
lions involved in such a large industry cannot be accurately 
estimated, but it is well known that since the adoption 
and installation of mechanical handling methods in Cuba 
many-hundreds of men who formerly did non-productive 
work, now produce, and one man does more non-produc- 
tive handling than was formerly done by a dozen men. 

In the transfer of goods at railroad and marine term- 
inals one of the greatest sources of waste in distribution 
was found. Up until a few years ago at these places where 
more than a million men are employed as long shoremen, 
freight house laborers, lightermen and draymen to handle 
the goods received from shippers and delivered to con- 
signees—and moving the goods from one carrier to an- 
other, as from ship to lighter, lighter to car, or car to 
truck, etc.—census reports showed that in many respects 
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a great volume of commerce was being handled in the 


same way that it was a century ago. 


Within the past two or three years, however, great 
strides have been made in modernizing the material hand- 
ling facilities at railroad terminals and junction points, 
and by installing mechanical equipment it has been esti- 
mated that from ten to thirty cents a ton can be saved, 
as all freight is handled at least twice—once at the inward 


PERHAPS the major classifications can 
be enumerated as follows: cranes; 
hoists; conveyors; elevators; trackless 
transportation systems. The respective 
types of each as most commonly known 
are: 


Cranes—overhead traveling; gantry; 
locomotive; wall. 
Hoists — chain; pneumatic; electric; 


monorail. 

Conveyors —chutes; gravity roller; 
apron; belt; bucket; portable; disc. 

Elevators—traction; sidewalk. 

Trackless transportation systems—in- 
dustrial trucks; elevating and tiering 
models; industrial tractors. 

(The services as rendered by motor 
trucks and trailers in warehousing and 
distribution operations will not be taken 
up here in this connection.) 


Cranes 


Overhead traveling cranes (Fig. 1) 
may be used either indoors or outdoor, 
where the lifting and moving of heavy 
materials is required. Being installed on 
an elevated runway, they permit the use 
of the entire area of floor space within 
their range for storage purposes; and 
having both transverse and longitudinal 
motion, they will reach any part of a 
rectangular room or yard in which it is 
possible to provide the track. While 
these cranes are made to handle loads of 
300 to 400 tons or more, for warehouse 
use those of much smaller capacity are 
generally installed, having a _ single 
girder of short span equipped with a 
chain or pneumatic hoist. 

Overhead traveling cranes of lighter 
capacities are usually controlled from 
the floor, only those of the heavier types 
being controlled from a cab suspended 
from the bridge, in which the various 
operating devices and controllers are in- 
stalled. 

On hand power overhead traveling 
cranes the hoisting apparatus usually is 
a chain hoist rigidly connected to the 
trolley or suspended from it on a hook. 
Sometimes pneumatic or electric hoists 
are used on cranes the bridge of which 
is operated by hand power. 

Gantry cranes are an adaptation of 
the overhead type of crane to outdoor 
service where there is no permanent 
elevated structure on which to install a 
crane. The crane bridge is fixed on 
trestles having legs which generally are 
mounted on trucks similar to those used 
on overhead traveling cranes. Such 
cranes are known as traveling gantrys. 
Sometimes the trestles are fixed on a 
solid foundation, and the crane is then 
called a fixed or stationary gantry, being 
frequently referred to also as a bridge 
crane or a transfer crane.

To meet special requirements they are 
sometimes constructed with one gantry 
leg—the other end of the bridge being 
supported by other means; with a single 
or double cantilever bridge, or with a 
movable cantilever at one end. While 
these cranes are made with a span up- 
ward of 200 ft. or more, only those 
much lower in height are ever used in 
storage yards, etc. 

Locomotive cranes—so called because 
self-propelled—are extensively used in 
outdoor operations requiring the use of 
a hoisting machine. They range in ¢ca- 
pacity up to 160 tons and may be 


clusive of handling by manual means. 
Now, considering specifically the warehouse and dis- 


There are a number of major classifications of material 
handling machinery, and many different types of these 
main classes are designed to fill varying needs, 


equipped with a plain fall block for gen- 
eral lifting with a hook, with slings, 
tongs or similar accessories; with the 
various type of grab buckets or drag 
line buckets for handling loose material; 
or with a magnet for handling metals. 
Locomotive cranes, on account of their 
power of propulsion, when traveling on 
rails may also be used for hauling pur- 
poses. 

Jib cranes, often known as wall cranes 
by reason of their being fastened gen- 
erally to a wall, are made in various de- 
signs, depending on the service for 
which they are used. They consist usu- 
ally of a jib or boom supported in a 
horizantal position by a short mast or 
column which is pivoted to permit rotary 
motion. The jib is sometimes provided 
with means for a vertical movement as 
well as the rotary motion, and is 
equipped also with some form of trolley 
or traveler from which the hoisting 
mechanism is suspended. Hoisting is 
done by means of a chain block or chain 
hoist, a pneumatic hoist, or an electric 
hoist. 

Hoists 


Chain hoists may be used for lifting 
heavy parts by hand. They are readily 
transported from one place to another 
and are usually provided with a hook 
by which the hoist may be suspended 
from a fixed object. However, they may 
be used with a trolley or traveler on a 
crane or a monorail. When used only 
with a traveler the hoist usually is per- 
manently attached to it. 

These hoists, often called chain blocks, 
are of the following types: spur-geared, 
screw, and differential. They consist

primarily of a load chain, to which the 
hoisting hook is attached; a hand chain, 
by which the power is applied; and a 
system of gears or sheaves by which the 
power is transmitted to the load chain. 
Although hoists of this type usually 
carry the load on chains, a wire cable 
is sometimes used instead. 

In order to make these hoists espe- 
cially adaptable for use on a crane or a 
monorail, two may be operated in uni- 
son, and used for handling containers or 
long objects, or for suspending a 
spreader bar carrying two or more hooks 
or tongs. By substituting special at- 
tachments, such as tongs, clamps, yokes, 
etc., for the hoisting hook, these hoists 
may be used to handle parts of uniform 
size and weight. 

Pneumatic hoists do not have as gen- 
eral an application in the warehouse 
field as do the others, but under certain 
conditions they may be found economical 
and efficient. In certain cities their use 
is thought to decrease the fire hazard. 
They are made in several piston oper- 
ated cylinder types, and in the air motor 
type. -While they may be used in a fixed 
location, they are generally installed on 
some form of crane or monorail. Occa- 
sionally they are used to operate a small 
platform type of elevator. 

Where electric current is available 
electric hoists are generally used, be- 
cause of the flexibility and ease of con- 
trol. They are adaptable to practically 
any service. They may be suspended 
from a hook in a fixed location, or may 
be installed on a plain trolley, or a 
geared trolley traveling on the jib of a 
crane, or on a monorail, and operated 
either by hand power or by an electric 
motor. Some hoists of this type are 
made for stationary mounting and are 
used in a permanent location, or are in- 
stalled on the bridge of a crane, or on 
some other type of hoisting machine. 
Used thus, they may operate a hoisting 
line or be used solely to propel a trolley

across the crane bridge structure. As 
a rule the hoisting cable is made of steel 
wire rope, but sometimes crane chain is 
used. 


Monorail Equipment 


The electric motor for these hoists 
may be of either the direct current or 
the alternating current type and may be 
equipped with either a single speed or a 
variable speed controller. The controller 
may be placed on the hoist itself and be 
operated from the floor by pendant 
cords attached directly to the control 
lever, or to outrigger arms, commonly 
known as floor control. Some hoists of 
the electric type are operated from a 
cab, when used in conjunction with an 
overhead traveling crane. 

Monorail hoists perhaps are most com- 
monly used in warehouses on account of 
their adaptability over long areas with 
head room of varying height, and 
through narrow places. 

The monorail hoist of the cab operated 
type and the monorail telpher (Fg. 2) 
are similar in general design and usage 
and are often classed as identical ma- 
chines. There are, however, some dis- 
tinctive differences in their construction. 
The cab operated type consists of an 
electric hoist to which is attached an 
operator’s cage or cab. Generally a 
flexible connection is used between the 
hoist and the cab, but many machines 
of this type are built on a rigid frame. 
The cab contains the motor controls, and 
space is provided for the operator so 
that he may travel with the load. 

The cab apparatus usually is sus- 
pended from and travels on the lower 
part of the monorail in the same man- 
ner as the ordinary floor controlled elec- 
tric hoist, and is used chiefly in indoor 
work, although it may be and frequently 
is used in outdoor service. Although it 
may be used to haul a trailer, it is com- 
monly used as a single unit to handle 
some form of accessory such as a bucket, 
hooks of various types, etc. 

While similar in construction to the 
cab operated monorail hoist, telphers are 
used more extensively out of doors. They 
may be installed on specially constructed 
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trestles, on bridge structure, or on 
brackets secured to the side wall of a 
building. They travel generally on a 
rigidly supported monorail taking power 
from an overhead wire, but in some 
cases they are designed to travel on a 
suspended traction cable, often taking 
power through the cable itself. Besides 
being made in the man riding or cab 
operated types, they may be equipped 
also with automatic control. 

Derricks may be found to be of valua- 
ble service in certain instances, and they 
are generally thought of as having three 
main classifications, namely: the guy 
derrick, having the mast supported by 
guys; the stiff leg, having the mast sup- 
ported by stiff legs or props; and the 
tower type, which has a tower structure, 
to which the mast is secured, held in an 
upright position by weights placed at 
the base and by short braces or guys at 
the lower part of the tower frame, but 
without the guys or stiff legs usually 
secured to the top of the mast. 

Many derricks are fitted with a ball 
bearing foot block so that they may be 
swung by hand, which serves admirably 
for certain classes of work. However, 
for heavy work and for quick operation 
a self-slewing gear or a bull wheel will 
be found to work most satisfactorily. 
The lighter capacity machines especially 
when used only at infrequent intervals, 
are equipped with a hand power winch. 
Winches used on derricks of heavy ca- 
pacity or in constant or frequent service 
generally are operated by steam or gaso- 
line or electric power, and sometimes by 
a horse. 

One of the simplest and most direct 
means of safely lowering packages from 
upper floors of buildings is the spiral 
chute, sometimes called the friction 
spiral. The principles of gravity and 
centrifugal force form the basis of spiral 
design. The package, carried downward 
by the force of gravity, and forced out- 
ward by centrifugal action, is retarded 
in its downward travel either by friction 
against the outer guard rail, or because 
of the lower grade of the runway at the 
outer edge. Because of this travel con- 
trol, the most fragile packages are han-

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dled safely. There are also portable 
spiral chutes, which may be moved from 
place to place in lowering between floors, 
breaking down piles, etc. 


Gravity Roller Conveyors 


In places where the natural location is 
favorable, gravity roller conveyors (Fig. 
3) fill important needs economically. 
Their advantages are low initial cost and 
flexibility of use. They have been devel- 
oped and improved to such an extent that 
practically any object may be handled di- 
rectly on the rollers or in trays, and it is 
possible to convey packages at surpris- 
ingly low grades with correspondingly 
long horizontal runs. 

Because of their simple and compact 
construction, they occupy small space, 
whether installed overhead or on the 
floor, and they may be used to advan- 
tage also in outdoor work. In many 
warehouses it has been found that light 
conveyors are more satisfactory than 
those of the heavier type, by reason of 
the necessity of much moving of the con- 
veyor. Besides the straight and curved 
sections of roller gravity conveyors, there 
are also spiral types, which are found 
advantageous in certain classes of work 
where a smooth carrying surface is un- 
satisfactory. 

Apron conveyors consist usually of one 
or more chains to which wood or metal 
slats are attached, so as to form a con- 
tinuous apron. For handling packages 
or piece articles, the slats are not always 
continuous but sometimes have spaces 
between them, but for handling loose ma- 
terials they form a continuous apron, 
so that the material can ride on the 
apron in the same way that it rides on 
the belt of a belt conveyor. Instead of 
having separate chains, the slats and 
chain links are sometimes lashed together 
as a unit, in which case the parts are 
made of malleable iron or some other 
cast metal. 

The slats are made in many forms, 
from flat steel plates simply butted up 
close together to the overlapping pans 
with deep corrugations, very similar to 
the bucket conveyor types of machines. 
It is difficult to draw the line as to where 
the apron conveyor stops and the bucket

conveyor begins, as the bucket conveyors 
are similar to the apron conveyors ex- 
cept that the plates are formed into the 
shape of buckets which will handle loose 
material horizontally or at a considerable 
incline. Pan conveyors also are similar 
to apron conveyors except that they have 
pans of considerable width instead of the 
narrower slats which form the aprons of 
the apron conveyor. 

Bucket conveyors, or open top carriers 
as they are sometimes called, are similar 
to apron conveyors except that the plates 
are formed in the shape of a bucket. 

Belt conveyors consist of a fabric belt, 
usually rubber covered, which travels 
along over idlers at intervals, and on 
which the material is conveyed. They 
may be operated at quite high speeds, 
and consequently a great amount of ma- 
terial can be conveyed in short time. The 
power required to run them is little as 
compared to most other conveyors, and 
they may be operated over long distances. 

Discs are sometimes added to belt con- 
veyors, especially of the portable type, 
which make it practical to handle many 
materials at a greater incline than would 
otherwise be possible. 


Tiering Devices 


Tiering machines, sometimes called 
portable elevators, have a wide use 
in warehouses. As they lift or lower 
material in a vertical direction on a 
moving platform between four posts of a 
fixed frame, they can be likened in oper- 
ation to a regular elevator. They are 
portable and can be used to tier barrels, 
boxes, etc., and stack bales and bundles. 
Some are made on a swivel foundation to 
enable them to be turned in different 
directions for elevating the material and 
tiering or stacking it. 

Besides the traction elevators, com- 
monly known as freight and passenger 
elevators, there are the sidewalk type, 
which are used by many warehousemen. 
The sidewalk type may consist of equip- 
ment as simple as a hand-operated winch 


up to a hoist of the electric type, and the 
various mechanisms include telescopic 
hoists, side and post store services, etc. 
A development that is growing in the 
field of elevator operation in warehouses 
is that known as the operatorless eleva- 
tor. Of course only the warehouses of 
the larger capacities are afforded the op- 
portunity economically to install such a 
system, but where they are practicable 
the details of their installation are re- 
ceiving growing attention by warehouse- 
men. 
Operatorless Elevators 


The installations of operatorless eleva- 
tors which were made in the Army Sup- 
ply Bases during the war are known 
more or less widely in warehousing cir- 
cles, but it is thought that a brief de- 
scription of their operation here will be 
interesting and valuable to many readers, 
In one of these bases there were 90 ele- 
vators, 72 covering nine floors, without 
the manual service or attendance of a 
single operator on any one of them, with 
the exception that it was necessary for 
the attendant in charge of a load to push’ 
a button at the time he deposited his load 
of goods on the elevator or at the time’ 
he removed the goods from the elevator. 
Only ten men were required to handle the 
entire operation of the elevators to or 
from the nine floors, including the open- 
ing of any or all of the elevator doors. 
The system is operated by means of min- 
iature tell-tale lights and push buttons 
in combination with a single telephone 
system connecting the operator to each of 
the nine floors which his bank of eleva- 
tors is serving. 

Industrial transportation devices may 
be said to embrace three distinct clanees 
of apparatus. 

(1) The simple forms of hand trucks, 
carts and wheelbarrows; 

(2) The various modifications of power 
driven trucks as distinguished from trac- 
tors; 

(3) Tractors and trailers. 

Both power driven trucks and tractors 
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are manufactured in two general types— 
namely, storage battery and gasoline en- 
gine propelled (Fg. 4). 


Investigate First! 


Before adopting any of these systems 
the warehouseman will do well to make 
a survey of the conditions existing in his 
individual warehouse to the end that he 
will know, for instance, the construction 
of the floors; whether they are of suffi- 
cient carrying capacity to support the 
weight of a loaded machine; the grades; 
length of hauls; working time; class and 
volume of material to be transported for 
the most part; facilities for loading and 
unloading; width of aisles; and the di- 
mensions of doorways and other pas- 
sages through which the machine may 
have to travel. 

For short movements of general parcel 
freight, hand trucks cannot be dispensed 
with. They may often be found to work 
efficiently in conjunction with an indus- 
trial truck. Besides the stevedore, plat- 
form, single hand truck, and the box 
type, there is the elevating type (Fig. 
5), which is easily operated and fills an 
important function. 

Power trucks and tractors, which are 
growing in popularity daily in all 
branches of industry, are especially 
adaptable where goods of any kind must 
be transported over considerable dis- 
tances in or around the warehouse. It 
is believed that an industrial power truck 
or tractor will profitably handle material 
over as short a distance as fifty feet. 
Over comparatively long distances a 
truck or a tractor with trailers will do 
the work of from eight to ten men. 

Industrial trucks and tractors are 
made to travel down narrow aisles, turn 
sharp corners, climb ramps, and do a 


wide variety of tasks with efficiency and 
ease. They will handle all classes of com- 
modities in loads which do not exceed 
4000 pounds. In addition to carrying a 
load equivalent to that which would re- 
quire eight to twelve men to move, they 
carry loads from five to seven times 
faster than a man moves with a hand 
truck. Tractors will pull a trailing load 
up to ten tons maximum at a speed up 
to 5% miles an hour. 

The major classifications of industrial 
trucks are: platform; low platform; el- 
evating platform; baggage crane; and 
tiering. 

The platform type carries its load just 
as an automobile does and works to the 
best advantage with packages which can 
be readily hauled by one or two men. 
Such trucks are especially adapted to 
work where they must be driven, loaded 
and unloaded by the same man, or wher- 
ever material is to be moved to scattered 
locations in such small quantities that it 
would not pay to have gangs of men load 
and unload them. 


Low Platform Truck 


The low platform type, whose platform 
is from 10 to 18 in.—almost half as high 
as the platform type—from the surface, 
is best adapted far carrying heavy pack- 
ages and pieces weighing from 150 to 
200 lb., such as barrels, bales, castings, 
heavy crates, etc. 

The elevating platform type is similar 
to the low platform type, but has a 
movable platform which can be raised or 
lowered by a separate electric motor. It 
has a lift of from 3% to 4% in. Some 
of these are hand operated. 

The baggage type is built with a 
straight or drop frame similar to the 
load-carrying truck or a combination of 
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the load-carrying and low platform mod- 
els. Some are equipped with high rack 
bodies. 

The crane type, which is equipped with 
either an electrically or hand operated 
crane of from 1000 to 3000 lb. capacity, 
mounted permanently or temporarily on 
the load carrying or low platform models, 
is especially adapted to handling heavy 
weights in localities where the truck 
must move but short distances. 


Tiering Truck 


The tiering type has many applications 
over a wide range and is similar to the 
elevating platform type. The lifting and 
driving devices are separate and both 
can be operated at the same time when 
desired, a feature which greatly facili- 
tates the ease and speed at which this 
machine may be operated. They have the 
added feature of lifting or tiering the 
load from 1 in. to 6 ft. or more, and are 
adapted to loading boxes, barrels and 
bales onto large automobile truck bodies 
and into freight cars. 


Gasoline operated industrial trucks, 
though somewhat faster than the elec- 
tric type when operated over longer 
hauls, are advantageously used over 
long distances. 

These high lights on the material 
handling machines and devices which 
are perhaps most applicable for ware- 
house use may help the reader the better 
to understand the scope of this equip- 
ment for his individual requirements. 

The classified directory of manufac- 
turers beginning on page 13 will be 
found useful in helping the reader to get 
complete information on the various 
types of equipment from the manufac- 
turers themselves.

CONVEYORS

Conveyors, Apron

metal plates, and the wood apron con- 
sists of narrow slats of wood.

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Household Goods Warehouses 


“‘Home Made’? Equipment, Designed to Meet Specific Needs, Is Found 


Not Infrequenily in Furniture Storage Plants 


By OLIVER SKELLET,

URING the past few years most of the furniture 
1) storage warehouses have been favored with good 


business, the principal reason being the housing 
shortage. This shortage has almost disappeared, the past 
eighteen months having been record breaking ones in 
home building and apartment building in nearly every city 
in the country. 
With business good and our warehouses filled, we do not 
worry much about reducing labor costs and increasing 


the efficiency of labor. But with the falling off of income 
we become more interested in reducing costs and therefore 
in labor saving devices. The fact is that our interest in 
labor saving devices is in inverse ratio to the fullness of 
our warehouses. 

Perhaps the best way to describe labor saving equip- 
ment in the household goods warehouse is to follow a lot 
of goods from the time the order is received until the 
goods are delivered out and placed in the customer’s home. 


D ROBABLY the only labor saving de- 
4 vice in taking the order is a mental 
one. Be sure to get all the necessary 
information and get it correctly. Care- 
lessness in this respect is frequently very 
costly both in time and money. Every- 
thing should be put down on paper and 
not left to our memories. 

The order is turned over to the team 
dispatcher, who files it according to the 
date. Each night the dispatcher lays 
out his work for the following day, so 
that there will be a minimum of lost 
motion for his trucks. 

Among many concerns there is a con- 
siderable delay when the trucks leave 
in the morning because one truck has to 
wait for another to get out of its way. 
The Lyon Fireproof Warehouse of Oak- 
land, Cal., has built a garage so that 
each truck has a separate stall direct 
from the street. This eliminates all de- 
lay and also large aisle spaces that are 
otherwise necessary. Of course addi- 
tional space is essential if the company 
dces its own repair work. 

After the truck has left the garage 
and gets out on the job there are a 
number of devices used by warehouse- 
men to facilitate loading. 

George E. Turner, president of the 
Turner Moving & Storage Co. of Denver, 
uses a running board which can be fitted 
onto the rear end of the truck, one end 
of the board resting on the ground. This 
enables the workmen to walk right up 
into the van with the furniture, instead 
of lifting it up to the truck. 








T. F. Cathcart, president of the Cath- 
cart Van & Storage Co. of Atlanta, uses 
large trucks of 800 cu. ft. capacity with 
a side door on the right hand, or curb, 
side only, the door being just to the rear 








FURNITURE WARE- 
HOUSE EQUIPMENT

These questions are answered in 
this article by Mr. Skellet, who 
gives specific examples, based on 
an inquiry which he made some 
months ago. Some of the ware- 
house companies mentioned by 
him have supplied Distribution & 
Warehousing with photographs to 
illustrate the text. 








of the cab. The pads are located in 
the cab, just above the driver’s seat. In 
this way it is not necessary to back up 
to the curbing so that the truck projects 
itself half way out into the street. Fur- 
thermore, the pads being in the cab and 
the side door being adjacent to the cab, 


it is not necessary to remove the pads 
except as each one is used. 

A large amount of damage is caused 
each year to casters and legs by the gap 
between the tail-gate and the van body. 
The Twentieth Century Storage Ware- 
house Co. of Philadelphia, has devised 
an iron plate, put on hinges, to fill this 
gap. This is both a claim saver and 
a time saver. 

In case there are many small articles 
not packed by the customer and which 
would require a great many trips to the 
van if carried out piece by piece, there 
are some warehousemen who are pre- 
pared for this emergency. The A-B-C 
Fireproof Warehouse Co. of Kansas 
City, equips its trucks with nested boxes. 
This enables them to carry a large num- 
ber of boxes in a minimum of space. 
The collapsible box used by the Skellet 
Company of Minneapolis, and also by the 
A-B-C people, serves this same purpose 
of saving time in carrying and in space 
in the van. 

In office buildings and apartments 
with elevators, the dolly has been found 
useful is saving labor. Of course the 
metal casters cannot. be used on highly 
polished fioors. Various substitutes are 
being employed in the furniture storage 
business. 

The A-B-C used the “Divine 4” wheel. 
The wheel is made of canvas and is 
guaranteed for a year. It is strong, 
noiseless, and has a long life. S. C. 
Blackburn, president of the A-B-C com- 
pany, says the life of this wheel greatly 
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Running board—used by Turner Moving & Storage Co., Denver—fits onto the 
rear end of a truck and makes it unnecessary for furiture to be lifted 


exceeds the guarantee and that the 
wheel can be used on almost any kind 
of floor. 

The Monarch Transfer & Storage Co. 
of Kansas City, uses a wooden wheel 
dolly about one foot high. This is em- 
ployed principally in moving pianos. 

Joseph W. Glenn of O. J. Glenn & Son, 
Buffalo, uses a 3144 in. leather-tired 
swivel caster which is manufactured by 
the Buffalo Pulley & Caster Co., Buffalo. 

The most of us are probably using 
rubber-tired casters, and we would do 
well to investigate the leather and can- 
vas tires. 


At the Warehouse 


Our van should now be .loaded with 
considerable less time than is ordinarily 
consumed in loading. T. A. Jackson, 
president of the Jackson Storage & Van 
Co. of Chicago, has an electric motor, 
attached to the van door, which enables 
the driver to close the door by touching 
a button. This is made by the Chicago 
Electric Door Co. This may be found to 
be of advantage to warehousemen who 
do not load the tail-gate of a truck. 

The truck is now ready to drive to 
the warehouse. Probably the greatest 
labor saving device in our industry is a 
properly constructed and arranged ware- 
house. 

Some of us unload on a platform, then 
transfer the goods to the packing room, 
then to the elevator, and then to its 





Leather tread swivel caster used 

by O. J. Glenn & Son, Buffalo, on 

dollys, for avoiding damage to pol- 

ished floors.

final destination, where it is_ piled. 
Others eliminate part of this handling 
by unloading directly on the elevator. 
This has its disadvantage in rush sea- 
sons, if a number of trucks come in at 
about the same time. It necessitates a 
long wait for the other trucks while 
the goods are being conveyed to the 
upper floors and unloaded. 

Still other concerns, such as the Man- 
hattan Storage & Warehouse Co. of New 
York City, have removable bodies which 
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ticability of each depending largely upon 
individual requirements. One of the 
factors entering into such arrangements 
is the amount of wrapping done, and 
whether the wrapping can be carried on 
in the packing room or can be done on 
the various floors. 


Checking the Goods 


However, regardless of the unloading 
arrangements it is necessary to check 
the goods in. Most of us have a check- 
ing stand containing most of the neces- 
sary checking equipment. This is gen- 
erally on casters so that it may be easily 
brought to the most advantageous posi- 
tion. 

Most of us use different colored tags, 
giving each lot a certain color, and 
alternating the colors. There are a num- 
ber of the storage executives who ob- 
ject to this system, on the ground that. 
too much attention is paid to the color 
and not enough to the lot number. As 
a whole, however, I think this is the 
most desirable method. 

There is a variety of methods used 
to number the tags. Some use one 
stamp for the lot number and another 
stamp for the piece number. The former 
stamps the same each time _ unless 
changed by hand, and the other changes, 
automatically, the numbers, from one 
on up. 

There are other companies which use

are transferred from the truck onto the 
elevator and taken off on the upper 
floors, where they are unloaded by the 
warehouse labor. An empty body is put 
on the truck from which the loaded body 
was removed, thus reducing delay to a 
minimum but requiring more aisle space 
on the upper floors. 

All of these arrangements have their 
advantages and disadvantages, the prac- 


a stamp for the-lot number and write 
in the piece number with pencil, and 
there are still others who use the pencil 
only. 

The Security Fireproof Storage Ware- 
house of Wilmington, Del., uses an eight- 
wheel automatic numbering machine 
which prints in one operation both the 
piece number and the lot number. I 
have not seen the machine, but if it is 
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not too bulky to be easily moved around 
I think it may be found practicable. 

On the other hand, any machine print- 
ing the piece number in order, from one 
on up, makes it necessary to use tags 
on each piece or else waste tags. We 
have always found that where tags alone 
are used, too much time was spent on 
some pieces in looking for a place to 
put the tag. There are pieces which it 
is impossible to tag and the warehouse- 
man wastes time trying to find what it 
is impossible to find. 

The Ballard Fireproof Storage & 
Transfer Co. therefore uses colored 
chalk to supplement the tags. Dressers, 
chiffoniers, davenports, overstuffed 
chairs, buffets, are more easily chalked 
than tagged, as a rule. 

As the goods are checked off the truck,

location in warehouse. Truck is 
equipped with two large stiff cas- 
ters, which take main load, and 
two smaller swivel casters. All 
casters are of spring bearing type 
and absorb the fprincipal jars 
caused by unevenness of a floor. 
The Fidelity company estimates 
that this truck reduces by half the 
trips which would be necessary in 
carrying goods by hand the 200 
feet or more to further ends of its 
warehouse. The Nutting Truck 
Co., Faribault, Minn., can furnish 
these tray trucks in any sizes de-

different methods are used to eliminate 
excessive handling. 

The Fidelity Storage & Transfer Co. 
of St. Paul, uses tray trucks which are 
built with three sides inclosed and the 
fourth side open for the loading. This is 
a four-wheel truck which holds a con- 
siderable amount of furniture. The 
truck is run onto the elevator and then 
to the place where the goods are to be 
piled; or it is run into the packing room. 

The Bridgeport Storage Warehouse 
Co. of Bridgeport, Conn., uses a Rey- 
nolds four-wheel warehouse truck which 
answers much the same purpose. 

The Audubon Fireproof Storage 
Warehouses, New York City, use a 
large platform constructed on eight 
large trolley casters. This platform is 
10 ft. long and 7 ft. wide, and is high 
enough to come even with the tail-gate 
of the van. 


Crating Davenports 


As practically every lot which comes 
into the Ballard warehouse goes to the 
packing room first, to be wrapped, and 
as the packing room is only about 40 ft. 
from our platform, we have not found 
any saving in these otherwise useful 
devices. The pieces which are not. 
carried into the packing room are placed 
on a padded two-wheel truck. All of 
our two-wheel trucks are padded, so that 
almost every: piece can be trucked with- 
out damage. 

In piling the average piece of fur- 
niture there is not much diversity among 
warehousemen. 

The Jackson Storage & Van Co. of 
Chicago, uses a crate for davenports in 
storage. The front and top of the crate 
are left off and, by swinging the daven- 
port, ample protection is given. This 
crate can be used indefinitely. 

Other warehouses do somewhat .the 
same thing to china closets and other 
large, bulky and fragile pieces. These 
crates are a great help to the pilers. 
The Ballard company has always used 
a large number of padded blocks to aid 
the piler in evening up his pile as each 
successive layer is placed in position. 

There has been somewhat more pro- 
gress in the handling of rugs and pianos 
than in handling the other goods received 
for storage. Every one of us has some 
sort of rug rack which is more or less 
strong and durable and more or less 
labor saving. 

The Service Steel Products Co., Chi- 
cago, is one of the leaders in the manu- 
facture of rug racks. The racks being 
made of steel, are strong. They are so 
designed as to take care of both large 
and small rolls of rugs and so as to make 








every rug accessible. If the warehouse 
will furnish the company with a floor 
plan of the rug room the company will 
furnish plans so that the largest amount 
of rugs may be stored with the least 
amount of labor. 

The Manhattan Storage & Warehouse 
Co. of New York City, has done away 
with racks, replacing them with a hook 
and chain arrangement. More rugs can 
be stored in a given space under this 
arrangement than under the rack ar- 
rangement. 

Regardless of the method used to store 
rugs, there is one mistake that is made 
by a large number of warehousemen. 
They do not number the racks. When

the rugs are put away, the only location 
indicated on the check-in tally is “rug 
room.” Every single shelf of every rack 
should be numbered. Often many 
minutes, and even hours, are wasted 
because this has not been done. This 
applies not only to the rug room, but 
also to the trunk room. Reduce hunting 
and searching to the minimum. Make 
your check-in tally show as nearly as 
possible the exact location. Use num- 
bers or letters, or both, but at any rate 
locate your goods by your warehouse re- 
ceipt and not by some _ hide-and-seek 
method.

This idea can be carried out in your 
piano room as well as in the rest of the 
warehouse if covers are used. Give each 
piano cover a number and print its num- 
ber in big black letters in such a posi- 
tion on the cover that it will be most 
conspicuous when the cover is on the 
piano. Put the cover number on the 
check-in tally. When the piano goes 
out, you know the cover number and 
can walk down the aisle and pick out 
the correct piano without having to look 
at the tags, which are generally around 
the legs of the instrument, making it 
necessary to stoop over and read each 
tag. 

Handling Pianos 


To facilitate the handling of grand 
pianos the Manhattan company stores al! 
grands on dollies. They can thus be 
placed on their sides, occupying each 
only about one-third of the space it 
would take up if stored on the legs, and 
yet the pianos may be easily moved 
about. These dollies are padded, so as 
not to injure the instruments. 

The Lyon company of Oakland uses 
such a dolly with two pipes instead of 
Thus the piano may be 
moved only forward and backward, in 
this way preventing any sideways mo- 
tion which might result in damage to a 
neighboring piano if the labor is not 
careful in placing or removing the in- 
strument. 

The Iredale Fireproof Warehouse, Inc. 
of Evanston, IIl., has devised a steel rack 
for the storage of grand pianos. This 
permits of four grand pianos lying flat on 


racks one above the other. Earl C. Ire- 
dale, president, will be glad to furnish 
information upon request either through 
his own company or through the Service 
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Steel Products Co., Chicago, by which 
they are constructed. This is called the 
Iredale grand piano rack. 


In the Packing Room 


The only strictly mechanical con- 
trivances used in a furniture warehouse 
are located in the packing room. You 
all no doubt are familiar with and use 
the swing saw of which there are various 
makes. 

The Neal Handy Saw, as its name 
implies, is a handy piece of machinery. 
It can be used to its greatest advantage 
in cutting crates and in packing at the 
residence. 

The Empire Storage Co. of Chicago, 
uses a large number of bins or compart- 
ments, one for each different length of 
lumber. Across one end of the packing 
room is a rack about 40 in. deep and 
divided into compartments about 30 in. 
square. Each one of these compart- 
ments receives a certain length of 
crating lumber. Each compartment or 
bin is numbered, the numeral indicating 
'ength of crating strip to be placed in 
that particular bin. The rack provides 
for various lengths running from 14 in. 
to 44 in. and the lengths are those that 
are most generally used for making book 
boxes and crates. Often a packer hav- 
ing the measurement for crates needed 
is able to supply the bulk of his require- 
ment direct from these cut lengths waste. 
Not only are the bins stocked from short 
ends and returned material, but standard 
lengths are cut from new lumber in ad- 
vance of need and when men would 
otherwise be idle. Incidentally, when 
cuts are made from new lumber it is so 
arranged that there is no waste what- 
ever, and the company claims that the

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saving in lumber alone has amounted 
to a considerable item, to say nothing 
of the big saving in labor, which is par- 
ticularly helpful on rush jobs. 


Paper and Burlap 


Inasmuch as all wrapping paper and 
burlap is sold by the yard, and as burlap 
is delivered in large bales and wrapping 
paper in jumbo rolls, the Boyd Transfer 
& Storage Co. of Minneapolis, has found 
it advisable to roll paper and burlap in 
uniform rolls from 10 yards a roll to 75 
yards a roll. The company has as a 


result devised a means of having a ma- 
chine reroll and measure either the paper 
or the burlap. The machine is constructed 
so that it will hold a jumbo roll of 
paper which passes over a cylinder which 
is exactly 36 in. in circumference.

time the cylinder rotates, a yard is 
measured off on a tabulator, which makes 
it very easy to measure the paper or 
burlap. After having passed over the 
cylinder the paper or burlap is then 
rolled neatly in a smaller roll on a very 
much smaller cylinder. The machine is 
usually placed in front of the motor on 
the company’s power saw and is operated 
with the same motor as used by the saw. 

When packing is to be done at the 
residence it is advisable to measure the 
crates as soon as the job is yours, al- 
though the actual crating is not to be 
done for some time. In this way the 
crates can be cut during the dull mo- 
ments in the packing room and possibly 
save time when you are busy. 

In this connection the Jackson com- 
pany of Chicago uses a 72-in. ruler with 
a block on one end which can fit over a 
piece of furniture, so that one man can 
easily obtain the exact measurement of 
the piece. 

You are probably all acquainted with 
the Acme Tacker, a small mechanical 
device for tacking tags on a piece of 
crated furniture for shipment. We have 
found this to be a great labor saver in 
wrapping furniture. The new tacker 
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which the Acme company is marketing 
can be used efficiently with one hand. 
Instead of it being necessary to hold 
the hammer in one hand, the tack in the 
other, and the paper catch-as-catch-can, 
while tacking the paper to the rear of 
a dresser or chiffonier, the work can be 
done in a fraction of the time with this 
new Acme Tacker, leaving the left hand 
free to hold the paper in place. Fur- 
thermore the paper is held more securely 
by the staple which thus holds the paper, 
than by the ordinary tack. 

For marking shipments the stencil 
machine is probably the most efficient 
method. There are a number of these 
on the market, all of which have their 
merits. Some warehouses favor tags, 
however. If tags are used, the Acme 
or some similar tacker is indispensable. 


Addressing Tags 


There are a number of tag addressing 
machines on the market. The Boyd com- 
pany of Minneapolis has one which it is 
well satisfied with. Melvin Bekins, man- 
ager of the Bekins Omaha Van & 
Storage of Omaha, has made a thorough 
study of these machines and will no 
doubt gladly give anyone interested the 
benefit of his study. The Haugh & 
Keenan Storage & Transfer Co. of Pitts- 
burgh, uses the Multi-stamp machine. 
It is inexpensive, costing $8.50 with fifty 
stencils. The stenographer typewrites 
the name of the consignee on the stencil, 
and it is then placed in a small hand- 
stamping machine, self-inking. The re- 
quired number of tags is then printed. 

Other common packing room ap- 
pliances are box scrapers for removing 
old shipping marks; nail pullers, for 
removing nails from crates or boxes; 
and stencil brushes, for marking ship- 
ment of one or two pieces. 

For saving time in locating employees 
engaged throughout the warehouse it 
has been found advisable by many execu- 
tives to install telephone connections 
with each floor. The efficacy of such an 
arrangement is quite obvious, even 
though it involves quite an expense. 

The Security Storage Co. of Washing- 
ton, D. C., has a unique system called a 
Dictograph interior telephone system.

Railroad Warehouse Taxed 


Under an opinion handed down by 
Judge James R. Macfarlane in Common 
Pleas Court, Pittsburgh, the Pittsburgh 
& Lake Erie Railroad must pay the tax 
assessed by Allegheny County on the por- 
tion of the seven-story brick building, 
known as the Central Warehouse at the 
carrier’s Pittsburgh terminal, which is 
used for warehouse purposes. The rail- 
road cannot, however, be taxed for that 
part of the building used as a freight 
station. 

The question came before the Court 
on equity proceedings, brought by the 
carrier against the county in an effort to 
have the assessment declared illegal. The 
railroad contended that the building is 
part of its transportation business and 
accordingly not taxable by the county.

products is influenced by the expense of handling them, 
and storage warehouse executives have been taking a 
leaf from their book by being constantly on the lookout 
for methods of saving labor, the principle item of cost. 

The installation of mechanical devices filling the needs 
of the warehouse undoubtedly results in more efficient 
service and greater profits. The time has gone by when 
the foresighted executives in the warehousing fraternity 
are content to handle comparatively small quantities of 
merchandise with large gangs of men. If there were no 
other reasons, the present demands by labor would alone 
suffice. 

Few warehouse companies find it expedient to use all, or 
even most, of the mechanical contrivances which might be 


niture may not discover that it requires a great deal in 
the way of complex material handling equipment, but the 
general commercial warehousing and distributing concern 
usually finds it necessary to make a variety of installations 
of mechanically-operated time and labor saving inventions 
of an eminently practical nature. 

There is today an additional factor which makes it advis- 
able for commercial storage warehouse operators to install 
equipment in the interest of efficiency, and that is that 
business men are more than ever inclined to want to know 
in detail the facilities of the warehouse company seeking 
their custom. If they consider that the soliciting ware- 
house does not have the proper facilities to afford them the 
best service they are not so favorabiy disposed to sign the 
contract. 





ECHANICAL transfer of goods in 





the warehouse may be horizontal, 
vertical, angular, or spiral, or a combina- 
tion of these directions. The freight 
elevator, of course, is the outstanding 
means of vertical transfer of goods. 
Other means include the mechanical or 
the hand-operated tiering or piling ma- 
chines, which may be employed also on 
an angle, or incline, to stack goods to a 
height, these contrivances lending them- 
selves particularly well to assembling 
quantities of goods in sacks or bags, al- 
though such machines are used also for 
raising heavy barrels, or drums, or rolls 
of print paper, and kindred products. 
The locomotive or electric crane, some- 
times used in the warehouse yard and 
frequently on a pier, traveling around a 
base, might be considered to come under 
this head, although it is operated by a 
combination of vertical, horizontal and 
angular movements. 
Electro-magnets, which are coming in- 
creasingly into use in iron and steel 
product warehouses, might also be

deemed in this category, although they 


too are used in combined movements, in 
connection with overhead trolleys; but 
their stacking action when piling plates, 
sheets, boiler tubes and kegs of nails is 
mainly vertical, of course. 

One usually thinks first of the ordi- 
nary types of hand trucks, with which 
most commercial warehouse plants are 
fully equipped, when considering hori- 
zontal transfer of material in a storage 
building. ‘Not a few concerns use hand 
trucks with platforms which are raised 
and lowered by some special device; and 
very many, of course, employ small dolly 
trucks, with or without handles, for pull- 
ing and pushing—the latter propulsion 
being effected through merely pushing 
on the load, the wheels or casters of the 
dolly running on ball bearings. 

Another important means of horizon- 
tal transfer is the small electric truck, 
and still another is the miniature tractor 
and trailer train. While few hand trucks 
carry more than 600 pounds each, vari- 
ous kinds of industrial trailers, hauled 
by different makes of tractors, will eas- 
ily convey a load of 1500 pounds apiece,

and one operator can run a tractor- 
trailer train of four or five units at a 
speed rate of upwards of six or seven 
miles an hour. 

The small electric truck, with its ex- 
tension platform—usually in front of the 
motor—likewise is capable of transport- 
ing amazingly heavy loads in a short 
space of time as compared with man- 
power and hand truck. 

Not infrequently such trucks and 
tractor-trains are operated in connec- 
tion with tiering machines, or pilers, 
cutting down the running time between 
receiving or loading platform and the 
storage room. Again, they are generally 
used in connection with freight elevators, 
being run onto them with their load and 
carried up or down. 

This industrial truck or tractor sys- 
tem is particularly in favor where a con- 
siderable area is to be covered and where 
the flooring is of uniform surface, such 
as reinforced concrete. 

In recent years the electric roller, or 
slat, conveyor—either portable or per- 
manent, but especially the former type— 
and the gravity roller conveyor, have 
each taken a prominent position in both 
horizontal and inclined transfer of goods 
in the storage warehouse. 

This exceedingly convenient method of 
transport, on a level or from floor to 
floor, offers a steady and particularly 
satisfactory means of diverting goods in 
a continuous stream. It is often used be- 
tween receiving or loading platform and 


storage space, between freight car and 
storage room, between storage and ship- 
ping departments, and between chute 
and platform. 

Portable conveyors are used for both 
loading and unloading purposes and are 
easily moved about on their’ swivel

wheels. Sometimes the conveyor is used 
to send goods either down to or up from 
the basement, after the manner of the 
store escalator carrying passengers. For 
moving cases and boxes of moderate size, 
but in quantity, especially when the 
packages are of uniform shape and 
weight, the conveyor is in high favor 
among the larger warehouses. Where 
they are used there is no congestion of 
floor space by hand truckers in transit. 

Inclined elevators, run by small motor 
and, of course, easily portable, are espe- 
cially serviceable in moving such articles 
as goods in sacks or bags to storage 
from cars or barges. 

The exponent of spiral transfer in 
the storage warehouse is, of course, the 
spiral chute, which, in many cases, is 
known to have effected economy of as 
high as 50 per cent in the cost of out- 
bound freight. The chute serves to re- 
lieve the freight elevators of consider- 
able work in the way of speedily convey- 
ing downward outgoing merchandise of 
some uniformity as regards size and 
weight. It helps to maintain a relatively 
clear shipping platform by rapid deliv- 
ery thereto, effecting quick despatch of 
motor trucks or wagons and affording a 
loading of a great quantity of freight in 
a given time in a restricted area of ship- 
ping space. Less delay at the shipping 
platform naturally means more prompt 
deliveries to the customer. 

The spiral chute is suitable for the 
conveyance of such packages as cases,

toxes, crates of small size, goods in sacks 
or bags, paper-wrapped parcels, canned 
goods and the like. Such chutes usually 
are made of steel or other durable metal 
and last almost indefinitely. Ordinarily 
they are discharged on a metal-covered 
table standing at waist-height; or they 
may be discharged at the tailgates of 
the waiting motor truck or other vehicle. 

Chutes are made in varying sizes and 
some storage warehouses have several in 
the same building. Sometimes they are 
run the entire depth of the building, or 
from floor to floor, and occasionally they 
are discharged into the basement. Not 
infrequently one sees the metal-covered 
table in which the chute ends, equipped 
with an outer pair of hinged legs, so 
that these may be folded underneath and 
the table made the end of the incline. 
Thus the final pitch may be adjusted to 
required height. 

Chutes have been known to cut down 
elevator service in a warehouse between 
60 and 70 per cent. Occasionally a roller 
conveyor is used at the end of a spiral 
chute—to carry the goods aboard a truck 
or a freight car. Now and then indus- 
trial electric trucks, or tractor-trailer 
trains, bear away the goods from the 
chute’s mouth. 

Inquiry shows that in some storage 
warehouses the chute has saved the time 
of from two to five men in handling 
operations. Some chutes are designed 
to deliver large packages and others for 
comparatively small ones, but this piece 
of equipment is now being so constructed 
that the delivery speed of heavy goods 
is virtually the same as that of light 
articles. 

Almost any general merchandise ware- 
house can to advantage use one or two 
tiering machines, either the electric or 
the hand-operated. Without pilers of 
some kind the warehouseman cannot well 
obtain the use of his ceiling height and 
often only imperfectly will he obtain the 
use of his floor space. What will be 
saved also in man power will often pay 
for the machines in a comparatively 
short time. This is true also of the grav- 
ity conveyor. 

It is stated on good authority that two 


men, with either a tiering machine or a 
conveyor, can do the work of half a 
dozen hand laborers. Mechanically- 
diverted merchandise is seldom if ever 
damaged, but this cannot always be said 
of goods conveyed by hand power, espe- 
cially when the “man power” uses the 
case hook too carelessly. 

The warehouse which cannot use its 
ceiling height because of the absence of 
a mechanical piler, wastes many cubic 
feet of space which might be made to 
pay in the way of earned revenue. The 
slow and more or less skillful service of 
man power is often highly expensive 
when compared with what might be and 
has elsewhere been accomplished through 
the medium of material handling equip- 
ment. 

While the electro-magnet is not espe- 
cially likely to be needed by the average 
commercial warehouse, interest attaches 
to its operation because of its economy 
in time and labor for handling short 
plates and heavy gage steel sheets, in 
preference to the ponderous, slow method 
of lifting and piling them with clamps 
at the end of crane chains. The magnet 
is used to lift and store boiler tubes in 
addition to plates and sheets, having the 
advantage of not marring the surface of 
the tubes, or of slipping, as chains often 
do. The magnets place the tubes easily 
in pigeon-hole racks and push the cold 
rolled steel into box cars. Although 
most companies handling these products 
have their own private warehouses, oc- 
casionally there is need for extra storage 
room. A carload of steel plates weigh- 
ing 100,000 pounds has been unloaded by 
magnet in two hours. 


Handling Corn Syrup 


The Terminal Warehouse Co.—for- 
merly the Terminal Warehouse & Trans- 
fer Co.—of Philadelphia, which operates 
a dozen structures and does an elaborate 
business in merchandise and household 
goods, makes good use of a _ variety 
of practical mechanical devices which 
save time and labor. Much of this 
equipment is in the building, at Del- 
aware Street and Fairmount Avenue, 


which is known as the Fairmount Stores. 

An original operation performed here 
—and it is worthy of special note—is 
the unloading, by gravity, of tank cars 
of corn syrup. This is the only ware- 
house concern in the Quaker City to 
employ this method and, so far as is 
known, -.in the eastern section of the 
country. 

Such a tank car has a capacity of 100,- 
000 pounds of syrup and is run directly 
into the Fairmount Stores building on a 
down-grade track, the car stopping in 
a slip formed by concrete platforms on 
either side. A coupling is made between 
the syrup outlet valves under the car 
and a syrup pipe of fairly large diam- 
eter, leading into the basement, where it 
extends for a distance along the wall, 
having four elbow outlets, each terminat- 
ing in a spout, or spigot, controlled by a 
key-handled lever at convenient height 
for the operator stationed there to fill 
the steel drums and barrels with the 
syrup. The end of each spigot comes 
within about an inch of the bunghole of 
the drum, so that the extent of flow may 
be observed. The tank is equipped with 
steam coils on the interior, and the 
steampipe outfit valve under the car is 
coupled to a flexible metallic hose outlet 
pipe, and a similar connection is made 
between the car’s steam inlet valve and 
the steam hoist inlet. The steam is 
turned on at the inlet, for it is necessary 
to heat the syrup so that it will attain 
the proper fluency. Gravity forces it 
down through the big syrup pipe. 

In summer the heated syrup flows 
about twice as fast as in cold weather, 
at which time the tank is covered with a 
heavy tarpaulin and heated by steam for 
an entire day. In summer half a day 
suffices. 

Each drum into which the syrup is let 
has a capacity of fifty gallons. A large 
boiler in the basement supplies the steam 
for the tank. 

Four drums are filled with syrup at 
the same time and one filled drum at a 
time is lifted from the basement to the 
first floor on an _ electrically-operated 
Economy tiering machine, the lifting be- 
ing done by cable driven by a 3-horse- 
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For small cases—roller conveyor, 
operating on a loop 


power motor. This machine, which is 
permanently installed, occupies a corner 
of the basement close to the point where 
the first drum is filled. It is therefore 
necessary to move the filled drums only 
a short distance to the tiering machine. 

The warehouse company has a dozen 
tiering machines of this make, about one- 
half of which number are electrically- 
operated. The others are operated by 
hand on a ratchet-hoist principle. 

As soon as a drum of syrup reaches 
the first floor through the trap door for 
the tiering machine table to pass 
through, it is removed to its proper place 
by a workman with a hand truck. This 
trap door is close to the edge of the out- 
door platform; thus the drums can be 
loaded aboard a waiting motor truck im- 
mediately if desired. The tank car and 
syrup pipe are easily cleaned out by 
means of live steam. There is a big 
saving in freight charges from the West 
in having the syrup shipped thus in 
tank cars instead of in drums. 


Other Tiering Machines 


The other tiering machines, both elec- 
tric and hand, which are distributed 
among the several warehouses of the 


company, are used variously—from rais- 
ing filled barrels, to huge rolls of print 
paper some of which weigh as much as 
1500 pounds apiece. 

The incoming motor truck at the re- 
ceiving platform’s edge is met by a 
warehouse employee with a portable tier- 
ing machine, the table, or shelf, of which 
is raised to truck floor level. The tail 
of the truck projects over the platform, 
meeting the machine’s table, and it is 
the work of only a few moments to de- 
posit, for instance, a roll of paper on the 
tiering machine. 

As this machine is on wheels, and is 
light in construction, being chiefly metal 
scaffolding, it is easily pushed to wher- 
ever desired, say to the elevator or else- 
where. 

The tiering machines often are used 
to stack filled barrels and drums from 
two to three tiers high, according to the 
strength of the floor. Sacks of beans, 
rice and the like, the strength of the 
floor permitting, are sometimes stacked 
high in tiers. 

Ordinarily the tiering machines are 
not called into use where the stacking 
or piling to be done is only man-height. 

High tiering, of course, saves not only 
floor space but time, as under the old 
method it was necessary to make steps 
for the tiering. 

The warehouse company has a sheet 
steel spiral chute in its building known 
as the Terminal Stores, the chute ex- 
tending the full eight floors, from the 
top to the first. Small cases, boxed 
goods of moderate size, and goods in 
bags, are sent down it from the various 
upper floors. The chute terminates in 
the usual metal-covered table and is 
found to save much time and to relieve 
the freight elevators of considerable 
work in the handling of small packages 
of rather uniform size and weight. 

On the pier the company formerly had 
a steel-arm barrel conveyor, but this has 
been supplanted by a freight elevator. 

A large number of both: 2- and 3- 
wheeled hand trucks are owned by the 
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The electrical industrial truck with

Terminal company. The 3-wheelers have 
low platforms three by five feet and are 
without the usual back, so that the goods 
may be removed from the platform from 
either end with a minimum of time and 
effort. 


Handling Paper 


Rolls of paper, taken from motor 
trucks by a tiering machine, as de- 
scribed, often are deposited on the low- 
platform hand trucks by lowering the 
table of the machine until it meets the 
level of the hand truck platform, when 
it is easily rolled thereon. 

When the company’s largest building, 
the Brown Street Stores, now half fin- 
ished, is completed, which will be in 
January, 1925, an electric tractor-trailer 
system of industrial type probably will 
be installed. 

For its furniture warehousing the 
Terminal company has a fleet of five 5- 
ton vans, Pierce-Arrows and Packards; 
and for its general storage business a 
fleet of fifteen vans, chiefly Pierce- 
Arrows, ranging in capacity from one 
ton to five tons. 


Some of the Equipment Used in Chicago 
Warehouses Is Described

T is only natural that in a great distributing center such 
as Chicago there has been developed a system of gen- 
eral merchandise warehouses prepared to care for the 
large volume of freight which comes by rail and water. 
Many industries are dependent on these stocks; whole com- 
munities call for them. They include canned products, 
sugar from overseas, metal ingots, barrels of chemicals, 
flour—a multitude of varieties. Java, Mexico, Brazil, send 
their coffee; China and Japan, their tea; the Amazon and 
the Far East, their crude rubber. 
Naturally with such a great volume of materials to 


move there is need for labor-saving devices in the Chicago 
commercial warehouses for speeding up the handling of 
shipments. The machine that can be depended on abso- 
lutely to do the work for which it is-designed and for 
which there is urgent and steady need does not have to 
fight very long for its place in the modern storage plant. 

Where keen competition is to be met it is of the highest 
importance that handling costs be trimmed down through 
the installation of conveyors, tiering machines and other 
mechanical equipment—wherever their use results in a 
practical saving.

N the mammoth warehouses of the 

United States Cold Storage Co. such 
mechanical equipment is employed for 
handling great quantities of food prod- 
ucts.

These little trains move 
back and forth through the freight tun- 
nel in handling less than carload freight 
to the universal freight station.

At the Midland 


One of Chicago’s busy storage plants is 
that of the Midland Warehouse & Trans- 
fer Co. Three tracks of the Chicago 
Junction Railway enter a Midland build- 
ing on the second floor, west end, and 
extend east through the building, giving a 
maximum of a 24-car setting at one time 
for either outbound or inbound carload 
handling. 

This building adjoins the Universal 
Freight Station of the Chicago railway 
and is directly connected by a tractor 
runway on the first floor. Delivery of 


less than carload freight to this station 
gives the benefits of direct line carload- 
ing to all points. Teams and trucks load 
and unload at the West Fifteenth Street 
and West Fifteenth Place sides, and 
about twenty-five teams can be accom- 
modated at one time. The courtways 
are so arranged that goods can be han- 
dled direct from wagons or trucks to 
the eievators. There are six of these 
elevators in operation, each of 8000 
pounds’ capacity. 

Gravity chutes and a barrel hoist are 
provided. Many 4-wheeled Reynolds 
trucks are used, together with a num- 
ber of Mercury trailers. The trailers 
are equipped with Fitzgerald couplings, 
so that a Ford tractor can be linked on. 
There are two tiering machines and sev- 
eral machines for handling barrels. The 
storage materials include such commodi- 
ties as barrelled milk, tannery supplies, 
brass scrap, etc. 


Handling Small Boxes 


The Western Electric Co. occupies con- 
siderable space in the Midland plant. The 
electric company uses the platform sys- 
tem to a great extent in handling the 
small rectangular boxes in which most 


of the supplies are placed. The load 
stays on the platform from the time it is 
loaded in the shipping room until it is 
brougkt by motor truck and placed in po- 
sition in Midland storage space. By 
building up a solid framework on a push 
truck, as shown in one of the accompany- 
ing photographs, several shelves are pro- 
vided for the speedy handling of these 
small boxes. 


Roller Bearing Trucks 


In the merchandise warehouses of Gris- 
wold & Walker, Inc., it may well be said 
that the greatest dependence for service 
is placed on the 4-wheeled roller bearing 
Reynolds trucks. This company has 200 
of these trucks in use, each with a plat- 
form 3 by 6 feet. Western pattern 2- 
wheeled trucks also are used to a great 
extent. The company has installed Econ- 
omy tiering machines, both electric and 
hand power, and a Brown portable stack- 
ing machine is included in the equip- 
ment. 

An accompanying photograph shows 
the tractors and trailer system operated 
by the Western Warehousing Co., another 
of Chicago’s commercial storage con- 
cerns. 


How Equipment Lowers the Expense of Handling 
Commodities in New Orleans Houses Is Told 


By R. A. SULLIVAN 





ACHINERY is becoming more and more an abso- 
M lute necessity in the public commercial warehouse 
business, in the opinion of public storage execu- 
tives in New Orleans. This is held to be peculiarly true 
in ports where great volumes of merchandise are handled 
for shipment by sea or are taken from vessels for storage 
for interior use. Especially constructed equipment is the 
rule rather than the exception at the great warehousing 
depots of the Crescent City. 
Storage plants which began their business life in New 
Orleans with a few trucks and elevators have been forced 
to add to their equipment from time to time. That de- 





velopment became necessary not only because of changing 
conditions and mounting labor costs but because the ware- 


houses began reaching out into fields hitherto untried. | 


The storage companies began to show representatives of 
various industries how it would be to their advantage to 
patronize public warehouses; and the warehousemen, in 
preparing themselves to be worthy of this trust, found 
they had to buy special equipment. They found that de- 
vices intended to handle one class of commodities in satis- 
factory manner were often unreliable—even wasteful, and 
dangerous to profits—in taking care of certain other com- 
modities.

“ANY of the New Orleans warehouses 





have made strong and successful 
bids for the grain business in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and it is largely to their 
persistent efforts that the grain export 
records have been changed of late years 
to the advantage of New Orleans. This 
means that the.  warehousemen have 
brought much grain to New Orleans, 
which had been going abroad by way 
of Atlantic ports. 

In order to handle this busmess in a 
proper manner, it was necessary for the 
New Orleans warehouses to have special 
equipment. The flour milling business 
is an exacting one—although in that 
respect it perhaps differs little from other 
lines of trade. There are many phases 
of the flour milling business that require

handling equipment is used in the 
public merchandise warehouses of 


At the Louisiana port large vol- 
umes of flour, coffee and other com- 
modities are stored and handled, 
and in order to meet the needs of 
various industries, 
leans storage executives have been 
obliged to install special pieces of 


ordinary handling of the bags, there is 
much opportunity to lose. 

Therefore a more or less _ technical 
understanding of the industry was re- 
quired, even before a move was made 
to purchase equipment. When the ware- 
housemen discovered just what they 
needed, they lost no time in getting the 
necessary machinery. Aside from the 
handling alone, there are many other 
phases of the flour milling business with 
which they had to deal—such as trans- 
portation, rates, consular requirements 
and kindred features—and many of these 
phases apply to the common handling 
and distribution of certain other com- 
modities.

installed the proper equipment to handle 
that particular commodity, and each re- 
ports that the millers are constantly dis- 
playing greater confidence in the ware- 
houseman’s ability to deal sympatheti- 
cally with their problems. Many millers 
have learned that the warehouseman can 
recondition flour, mend bags when neces- 
sary, and attend to other phases of the 
business at the port. 

Some of the New Orleans warehouses 
specialize in coffee. Coffee represents the 
largest single export business of the 
Louisiana port. It is brought to New 
Orleans from various South and Central 
American countries and, to some extent, 
from the West Indies. The coffee inter- 
ests of ‘New Orleans have recently com- 
pleted payment for a wharf at the head 
of Canal Street. 

The coffee trade submitted to a self- 
imposed tax of 2 cents a bag to build 
this model wharf, which is interesting 
from a practical working standpoint. It 
submitted because it wanted to central- 


ize its coffee, whereas in the past the 
commodity had been discharged at any 
available point. And the selection is re- 


-garded: as a» happy one by the public 


warehousemen, as it eliminates long hauls 
and places the majority of the storage 
plants within easy reach of the coffee 
concentration wharf. 


Roasting Machines 


Warehousemen accordingly are placed 
in a position to make a special bid for 
this class of business. Some of them 
have installed complete coffee roasting 
plants. The Standard’ Warehouse Co. 
has such a plant with endless chain de- 
vices, which carry the bags from the 
ground floor to space allotted for con- 
signments, without damage to the bags 
and at a great saving in labor. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent 
by New Orleans warehousemen to fit 
themselves to meet coffee trade require- 
ments. Some of them have .gone so

far as to install blending machinery. 

The Douglas Public Service Corpora- 
tion is one of the warehouse concerns 
which has gone after both the coffee and 
the flour trade, and has expended con- 
siderable money in developing its ser- 
vice to care for those industries. 

The Douglas company also installed a 
conveyor to haul Congoleum from the 
ground floor to the second floor. This de- 
vice is equipped with cleats so that the 
boxes and bags may be transported up- 
ward with great saving in time and labor 
cost. 

These are only a few instances of the 
many uses to which machinery is being 
put in New Orleans for the handling of 
various commodities. The need for more 
efficient machinery is constantly increas- 
ing as the warehouse business expands 
and reaches out for additional accounts 
in already established lines, the New Or- 
leans executives declare, or when the 
warehouses attempt to meet the require- 
ments in fields as yet untouched. 


Detroit United Railways Will Extend Its Store-Door Delivery System 


PPLICATION to run truck lines as 

feeders for its electric freight and 
express service in the “Thumb” district 
of Michigan has been made by the De- 
troit United Railways through its truck- 
ing subsidiary, the Detroit United Rail- 
way Trucking Co. This service. if the ap- 
plication is favorably acted upon, will 
be the second that the railway company 
has originated in Michigan, and plans 
are practically complete for the exten- 
sion of combination railway and truck 
freight and express service to several 
more localities. 

This service in the “Thumb” district 
provides for delivery by railway to Imlay 
City, from which point truck service will 
extend to Brown City, Marietta, Elmer, 


Sandusky, Argyle, Ubly, Bad Axe and 
Harbor Beach. At all points along the 
truck route door-to-door collections and 
deliveries will be made. 

The trucking company will not only 
handle shipments from and to Detroit, 
but also between the trucking points. 
Time of service between Detroit and Har- 
bor City, the extremes of the combined 
railway and truck route, will be about 
24 hours. 

On the first service that the railway 
company instituted, between Jackson and 
Coldwater, Hillsdale and Sturgis, it has 
been operating six trucks for nearly a 
year. 

The Imlay City to Harbor Beach ser- 
vice will not have a definitely fixed num- 


ber of trucks at the outset, this depend- 
ing upon the amount of business to be 
developed. 

The company is using’ standard 
equipped trucks for the present. As its 
plans develop it will use the special 
trucks with demountable bodies which 
it has been experimenting with and will 
use also the various sized containers 
which it has developed to permit of 
rapid loading and unloading. 

In its application for a permit to in- 
stitute the new freight route the com- 
pany has the indorsement of the Detroit 
Board of Commerce, which finds in the 
combined rail and truck service an im- 
portant adjunct in the development of 
State business.

Commerce Secretary Will Request Distributors to Adopt Uniformly the Forms 
and Methods Which Have Been Simplified by the American Warehousemen’s 


Association. 


Household Goods Papers Being Standardized in Cooperation with 


National Furniture Warehousemen’s Association 


By KENT B. STILES 


T the call of Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, a national conference of distributors whose 
products are routed through public commercial 

warehouses will be held in Washington some time in 
September, the exact dates yet to be designated. 

The purpose of the meeting will be to effect ratifica- 
tion of forms and methods which have been worked out 
during the past two years by the American Warehouse- 
men’s Association. 

This work has been in progress in cooperation with 
the Division of Simplified Practice of the Department of 
Commerce, the Domestic Distribution Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, the Ameri- 
can Railway Association, the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, the National Distributors’ Association and other 
transportation and trade groups interested in eliminat- 
ing “luxury” from what Secretary Hoover once charac- 
terized as “the most luxurious distribution system in 
the world”—America’s. 

About Aug. 1 the Department of Commerce will send 
invitations to thousands of manufacturing companies 
urging that they send representatives to the September 
conference. 

Mr. Hoover will personally address the Washington 
meeting on the subject of the effects of simplification 
and standardization in reducing distribution costs. 

The forms and methods which have been simplified by 
the American Warehousemen’s Association are, briefly, 
as follows: ae 

1. Rate Proposal and Storage Contract—Warehousing 
Terms and Conditions. 

2. Receiving Bill of Lading—Manifest or Unloading 
Sheet. 

3. Over, Short and Damage Report. 

4. Negotiable and Non-Negotiable Receipts. 

5. Notice of Orders Filled—Forwarding Bill of Lading. 

6. Invoice and Stock Reports. 


The foregoing forms and methods have to do with the 
business relationship between the public merchandise 
warehouse company on the one hand and the traffic or 
Sales or distribution department of the national distribu- 
tor—the warehouseman’s customer—on the other hand. 

In addition to these, the Washington conference will 
consider forms which are being put through a process 
of simplification by the American Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation and the National Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association. These latter forms are for use by the pub- 
lic furniture storage executive in his dealings with his 
customer, the householder who puts home furnishings 
into storage. These forms are as follows: 


7. Warehouse Receipt. 

8. Tally Sheet. 

9. Additional Tally Sheet. 

10. Goods Added to Storage. 

11. Packing Ticket. 

12. Signature Card. 

13. Storage Order and Agreement. 

After the six merchandise warehouse forms and meth- 
ods have been approved by the shippers, those forms, to- 
gether with the ones presented on behalf of the house- 
hold goods branch of the storage industry, will be offi- 
cially indorsed by the Department of Commerce. 

National distributors throughout the country will be 
requested by the Department of Commerce to make use 
of the merchandise forms and methods uniformly, and 
the commercial storage executives also will be urged to 
employ them. All household goods warehousemen will 
be asked to introduce into their business operations the 
special forms worked out for them by the two major 
associations of their industry. 

The indorsement by the Department of Commerce will 
be a culminating step in what is perhaps the most pro- 
gressive movement in the history of the public ware- 
house industry in the United States. .- 





Cooperation with N. F. W. A. 


+ HE plans for the Washington confer-

Mr. Greeley outlined the purposes, ex- 
plaining that it was a preliminary meet- 
ing for building up a report and sugges- 
tions to be presented to Mr. Hoover in 
advance of the _ shippers’ conference 
which the Commerce Secretary would 
call. Never before had warehousing had 
such an opportunity to broadcast itself 
“to the commerce of the country,” he 
said, and the industry should take advan- 
tage of it. 

The chairman alluded to the 1924 per- 
sonnel of the simplification committee, 
which is set down in full on this page, 
explaining that for economic reasons it 
had been cut down in number as com- 
pared with the previous year’s commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Greeley outlined the situation with 
regard to the household goods forms. It 
will be recalled that when the A. W. A. 
simplification eommittee presented its re- 
port at the A. W. A. convention in Hous- 
ton last January the report included fur- 
niture warehousing forms. The conven- 
tion unanimously adopted the complete 
report and thus indorsed the household 
goods forms along with those for mer- 
chandise warehouse use. 

This developed a somewhat conflicting 
situation by reason of the fact that the 
National Furniture Warehousemen’s As- 
sociation has been working out standard 
forms, one by one, for its members. 


Thus two distinct sets of furniture 
forms were in prospect—one indorsed by 
the A. W. A., and which would be pre- 
sented to Secretary Hoover, along with 
the simplified merchandise forms, for his 
approval; the other recommended by the 
N. F. W. A. to its members for their use 
uniformly. 

At the Washington meeting in May 
Mr. Greeley disclosed that this situation 
had been discussed in correspondence and 
that the suggestion that the two organi- 
zations get together on one standard set 
of furniture forms for presentation to 
Mr. Hoover had been made to the A. W. 
A. committee by President Bateman of 
the N. F. W. A.; by S. C. Blackburn, 
Kansas City, chairman of N. F. W. A. 
forms standardization committee; and 
by John G. Neeser, New York, A. W. A. 
vice-president heading the household 
goods division. 

It would be unwise for two sets of 
household goods forms to be worked out, 
Mr. Greeley said, and this phase of the 
committee’s report should be the joint 
work of the two national associations, 
mutually presented to Mr. Hoover. Ac- 
cordingly, at Mr. Bateman’s request, Mr. 
Hamilton, who is vice-president of the 
Security Storage & Trust Co., Baltimore, 
had been asked to sit in with the com- 
mittee with a view to working out one set 
of furniture forms in cooperation with 
the household goods members of the A. 
W. A. simplification committee. Mr. 
Hamilton is chairman of an N. F. W. A. 
sub-committee which is working out a 
uniform receipt for use by the National’s 
members. 

Mr. Hamilton told the A. W. A. com- 
mittee that he considered it “desirable 
and necessary” that one set of household 
goods forms be prepared. Alluding to 
the furniture warehouse receipt indorsed 
by the A. W. A. at Houston, he said it 
differed by 50 per cent from the one 
about completed by the N. F. W. A. The 
latter will be presented at the annual 
meeting of the N. F. W. A. at Charle- 
voix, Mich., in July. It is a composite 
of about 150 receipts at present being 
used by furniture storage executives. 


Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Jackson retired 
to another room for a conference of their 
own on the household goods forms and 
later reported to the committee that they 
had agreed on a form of receipt “which 
we think meets our purpose.” 

It was agreed by the committee, Mr. 
Hamilton concurring, that the furniture 
storage receipt should be printed in such 
size that, folded in half, it would be in the 
same standard size as the other A. W. A. 
approved forms. It was considered nec- 
essary that the furniture storage receipt 
be double the length of the other forms 
for the reason that the household goods 
warehouseman often has to list as many 
as 200 or 300 items on it. The size 
agreed upon is 8% by 22 inches, as com- 
pared with the standard size of 8% by 11 
inches, 

Mr. Hamilton expressed opinion that 
the various household goods forms being 
worked out by the N. F. W. A. could be 
brought down to the standard size, and 
Mr. Hudson promised to supply Mr. Ham- 
ilton with data on the standard sizes 
which the paper industry has worked out 
in cooperation with the Division of Sim- 
plified Practice. 

As a result of the meeting held in 
Washington it is indicated that the two 
major warehousing organizations will 
present one joint set of household goods 
forms to Mr. Hoover in September. 


Merchandise Forms 


HE A. W. A. simplification commit- 

tee compiling the merchandise docu- 
ments and practices is subdivided into 
six committees, and the chairmen of 
these six sub-committees presented re- 
ports at the May meeting. The revised 
personnel of these sub-committees are as 
follows: 

1. Proposal form—Mr. Gerhardt, chair- 
man; Mr. Bacon and H. C. Lewis. 

2. Receiving bill of lading (construed 
as “method”)—Mr. Bacon, chairman; 
Mr. Lewis. 

3. Over, Short and Damage report— 
Mr. Morse, chairman; Mr. Greeley. 

4. Issuing of receipts when requested

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Landlord, Not Warehouseman 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 
Warehousing: A firm wanted to 
rent space large enough to hold 

a car of sugar; I rented them half of 
a room which is locked at all times and 
te which we hold the key. They un- 
loaded the first car and then had us to 
unload the rest. We were not required 
to take record of withdrawals which 
their men only make, and checked only 
the contents of the car to correspond 
with freight bill. 

Then they requested that we have 
their men leave a record of each with- 
drawal, which we did, and then they sent 
us a common paper tablet ruled to show 
the record. We never checked the num- 
ber of bags taken by their men but 
took only their written copy of what 
they took out. This room is within our 
warehouse and kept locked. 

Now comes a man whom we know, and 
who has never been known to steal, who 
makes his way into our building and 
then into the room which was locked and 
steals a quantity of sugar. 

Can we he held responsible?—since we 
never signed a contract of any kind, and 
when the room was first rented we didn’t 
even check the contents and were only 
requested to have a slip left with us 
showing what their driver took out. 

Our building is of frame construction 
and is locked in an ordinary way. What 
is qur standing regarding the loss?— 
N. W. & S. Co., Newark, Ohio. 

Answer: I do not believe you would 
be held responsible as in this particular 
instance it seems to me you were a land- 
lord rather than a warehouseman—you 
simply rented a room but did not per- 
form the usual functions of a ware- 
houseman, 

Unless some facts not set out in your 
letter should develop on a trial I think 
the Court would decide in your favor if 
your tenant brought suit against you. 


A Common Carrier 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 
Warehousing: We were draying a 
crate of plate glass for the Southern Art 
Glass Co. of the city, and broke the 
glass. At the time of this accident the 
manager of this company advised the 
owner that all crates in the future that 
he hauled, he would not be liable for. 
This was only a verbal agreement be- 
tween the two parties. We still con- 
tinue to haul glass for the above named 
company. About six months ago an- 
other crate was broken and the Southern 
Art Glass Co. sued us for damages. 
The case was called in Court, March 
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12, and the jury rendered a verdict in 
favor of the glass company. The judge 
ruled that the verbal agreement made 
would not change the conditions, as we 
could not, as “common carriers,” over- 
throw our liability in anything that we 
were draying. 

We wish to get some information from 
you in the matter, as we are not satisfied 


with the way we have been treated in 


this case. 

We will be glad to furnish you more 
information if this is not fully clear to 
you.—A. T. & S. Co., Inc., Mobile, Ala. 

Answer: If the Court found that you 
were acting as “common carriers,” the 
decision as to your liability was proper, 
as common carriers cannot contract to 
free themselves from damages caused by 
their negligence.

Elevator Liability 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 

Warehousing: We would like to 

know your opinion regarding liability 
under the following conditions. 

We operate a freight elevator only, and 
all persons outside our employ are for- 
bidden to ride on same. Signs are 
posted on the elevator to this effect. 
Occasionally, and in spite of our efforts, 
an outsider will ride on the elevator. In 
case of accident to an outsider while 
riding on elevator would we be liable 
even though outsiders are forbidden to 
ride on same? What is your opinion?— 
M. H.S. W. Co., Inc., New York City. 

Answer: You certainly owe no great 
degree of care to strangers who break 
your rules by riding on your elevator. 
As a general proposition*I would say you 
are not liable for injuries sustained by 
them while so riding unless it appears 
that it has been your custom to disregard 
the rule or waive your right of en- 
forcing it. 

The liability more or less depends 
upon the fact in each case but I repeat, 


as a general proposition you would not 
be held responsible. 


Rail-Truck Decision 


Increased use of motor trucks by rail- 
roads in Texas is made possible by a re- 
cent decision by the State Supreme Court, 
permitting railroads to discontinue un- 
profitable branch lines. 

Hitherto some railroads have had no 
opportunity to consider installing auxil- 
iary motor truck service, because of un- 
favorable interpretatious of charter pro- 
visions by State Public Utilities Com- 
missions. The Texas decision sets an im- 
portant precedent for future litigation. 

The State Supreme Court upheld the 
rights of a railroad corporation to dis- 
mantle its line and discontinue its rail 
service on the ground that further opera- 
tion would result in financial loss. 





$5,000,000 Dallas Project 


Unit No. 2 of the project advertised by 
the Terminal Building Corporation of 
Dallas to be completed about July 1 is a 
bonded public warehouse, to be occupied 
by the Dallas Transfer Co. The unit 
contains approximately 275,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space and will be used for warehous- 
ing, distribution and pool car service. 

Unit No. 3, with 500,000 cu. ft. of cold 
storage space for perishable products, 
will be occupied by the Southern Ice & 
Utilities ‘Co. and is expected to be com- 
pleted by Sept. 1. 

Unit No. 4 will be devoted to the uses 
of national distributors, and Unit No. 1 
will be a nineteen-story office building 
with adjoining ten-story structure con- 
taining wholesale display rooms equipped 
for carrying small stocks. 

All units are connected by five railroad 
tracks through an underground tube. 

The project is known as the Santa Fe 
Terminal Building and is being erected 
at an estimated cost of $5,000,000. 


Vicksburg Blaze 


Fire on May 23 destroyed about thirty 
automobiles and a stock of merchandise 
stored in a warehouse of Soverns & Volk, 
at Levee and Smith Streets, Vicksburg, 
Miss. The property loss was estimated 
at $125,000. ; 





Terminal Co. Plans to Build 


The Terminal Facilities Co., New York 
City, has purchased a site fronting 78 
feet on Hudson Street and 197.8 feet on 
Watts Street, and has filed plans for 
putting up a $350,000 seven-story stor- 
age warehouse. 
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Horace Monroe Swetland 


ORACE M. SWETLAND, president 

of the Class Journal Company, pub- 
lisher of Distribution & Warehousing, 
and one of the founders of the business 
paper industry, as known in America to- 
day, died at his home in Upper Mont- 
clair, N. J., a suburb of New York City, 
on Sunday, June 15. He died of pneu- 
monia after a brief illness of two weeks. 
He had been ailing since November and 
a trip to Florida late in the winter only 
served to postpone the inevitable. He 
was at his office until the day preceding 
Memorial Day, when he was forced to 
remain at home. 

Mr. Swetland was one of the pioneers 
and leaders not only in the automotive 
publishing field but in the general busi- 
ness paper field. The Class Journal 
group of business magazines includes be- 
sides Distribution & Warehousing, Motor 
World, Motor Age, Automotive Indus- 
tries, The American Automobile, El 
Automovil Americano, and the Chilton 
publications, which were merged with 
the Class Journal publications in Decem- 
ber and which include The Automobile 
Trade Journal, Commercial Car Journal, 
Motor Transport, The Automobile Trade 
Directory, and the Chilton Directory. 

Mr. Swetland’s history in the business 
publishing field dates back to 1881 when, 
as a young man following an experience 
of ten years teaching in public schools 
in New York State, he went to Boston 
with the Boston Journal of Commerce as 
reporter and later in the subscription 
and advertising departments. 

Four years later, in 1884, Mr. Swet- 
land made his start in the business pub- 
lishing field as one of a group of busi- 
ness men to organize Power, a business 
publication for steam engineering plants. 
It was with this publication that he 
started building his career in business 
journalism, which was to prove his life 
work. In 1888 he purchased Power and 
conducted it for twelve years, at the end 
of which time he entered the automobile 
publishing field. 

Mr. Swetland’s entry into the auto- 
mobile publishing field was made by pur- 
chasing The Automobile, with which he 
merged the Motor Vehicle Review, a 
magazine published in Cleveland. 

Other publications were either bought 
or started from time to time during the 
following years. Distribution & Ware- 
housing, known then as Transfer & Stor- 
age was bought and became part of the 
organization which Mr. Swetland had 
built up, in 1917. Prior to that, in 1911, 


the United Publishers Corporation was 
formed. This controls the Class Journal 
Company and also publishers of maga- 
zines in the iron, textile and other in- 
dustries. Mr. Swetland was. elected 
president of U. P. C., as it is known, in 
1912, and held that office continuously 
until his death. The Iron Age and Dry 
Goods Economist are prominent business 
papers in these groups. 

The last large union of publishing in- 
terests which Mr. Swetland figured in 





took place in the fall of 1923, when the 
United Publishers Corporation  pur- 
chased the Chilton Company of Philadel- 
phia. This company, together with the 
Class Journal Company, constitutes the 
Automotive Division of the United Pub- 
lishers Corporation. 

Mr. Swetland was active in other de- 
partments of the automotive industry 
outside of the magazine publishing field. 
In 1904 he purchased the Automobile 
Blue Books. He developed them until 
their volumes furnished touring infor- 
mation for all parts of the United States 
and many parts of Canada. These prop- 
erties were disposed of two years ago. 

Mr. Swetland did notable service ‘not 
only in the automotive publishing field 
but in the broad field of business publi- 
cations. He recognized the necessity for 
educational work being done in industries 
through the publications represented in 


these industries. His experience in the 
steam industry in the early 80’s im- 
pressed on him the necessity of practical 
and reliable information. being furnished 
for all phases of the industry, and the 
last forty years of his life were virtually 
dedicated to the attainment of this ob- 
jective. 

It was this desire to serve industry 
that led Mr. Swetland in 1904 to discuss 
with leading engineers in the automotive 
industry the formation of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, organized in that 
year. From his experience in the steam 
engineering field he saw in the very early 
days of 1903 and 1904 the necessity for 
engineering in the motor car field: He 
became one of the strongest supporters 
of the society, an activity which he con- 
tinued up to his death. Experience in 
the steam industry also impressed on him 
the necessity for standardization and he 
saw that if the automotive industry were 
to attain that magnitude which it gave 
promise of reaching this could only be 
accomplished by broad-gage cooperation 
in standardization work by the various 
elements of the industry. 

For the past two years Mr. Swetland 
had been president of the National Pub- 
lishers Association, an organization of 
all the large national magazines, weekly 
and monthly, published in the country. 

The foundation of Mr. Swetland’s suc- 
cess in the publishing field as well as out- 
side can be attributed to his remarkably 
clear vision of industry and how to serve 
it and to those great fundamentals of 
business success, integrity and justice. 

As a publisher the great secret of Mr. 
Swetland’s success was his consciousness 
of the necessity of the business paper 
giving practical informatipn to its read- 
ers, not only on the technique of the in- 
dustry but on the economics as well. 

Success followed his effort not only in 
the publishing field but in his relations 
with banking, real estate and other en- 
terprises. 

Mr. Swetland leaves a widow, three 
daughters and one son. The children 
are all married. In business life his life- 
long associate has been his brother, A. B. 
Swetland, who for thirty-seven years 
has been the manager of his publishing 
interests. 

Mr. Swetland was born on a farm in 
Chautauqua County, New York, in 1853, 
where he experienced all the rigors of 
farm life. He never lost his love for that 
portion of New York State and Fredonia 
became his final resting place.

Advantages and Disadvantages of the Three 
Types of Transport Are Here Outlined 


By P. L. SNIFFIN 


the owner of a transfer and storage business could 
look for advantages in certain types of hauling 
equipment, the writer recently completed an investiga- 
tion which was carried out both by personal interviews 
and correspondence with a large number of represen- 
tative concerns in all parts of the country, including a 
dozen or more prominent warehouse concerns in the 
New England section. The equipment used by these 
concerns was about equally divided among gasoline 
trucks, electrics and horses, with a slight predominance 
of gas trucks. Particular efforts were made to find 
which were proving the most successful and to observe 
which served best under certain conditions of use which 
might be defined specifically. 
Although it may seem peculiar at first glance, it is

LTHOUGH it is difficult to strike an

nevertheless true that in practically every case the 
individual, no matter which of the three types he was 
using was entirely convinced by experience that his was 
the best type for his purpose. There were many, of 
course, who believed in using two or all three types 
and who have set tasks in their businesses which they 
felt prescribed ideal conditions for each type. 

Any amount of observation of modern hauling meth- 
ods seems to lead to the fact that each of the three types 
of equipment has its own points of advantage for cer- 
tain conditions of service. To say specifically what these 
points are and to define the field of the gas truck, electric 
and horse in turn, might at least be attempted from the 
observations made in the survey which I have mentioned. 
It will be interesting to see what the experience of these 
companies has indicated the field of each type to be. 


Horse and Wagon—Frequent stops 

with short distances between stops. 
Electric Truck—Shorter routes than 

gas trucks, longer than horses; frequent 


stops.

say that the following points were quite 
definitely established by the experience 
of the concerns which were questioned.

Electric Truck— Where roads and 
pavements are in good condition and 
level.

van.

Gasoline Truck—Where cost ‘of keep- 
ing horses is high (usually in cities), 
and where cost of electric current is high. 

Horse and Wagon—Where stabling 
costs are low and electric current cost 
high. 

Electric Truck—Where stabling costs 
are high and electric current cost low. 

Still, with regard to the field of the 
vehicle there is one other point of com- 
parison to be considered in behalf of 
the electric versus the two other types. 
This applies to anticipating the require- 
ments of the future. 

If conditions are apt to change, re- 
quiring the sale or exchange of the equip- 
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ment, this is believed to favor the gas 
truck and the horse because they are 
more easily sold and, in the case of the 
horse, with little if any depreciation. 

Furthermore, with respect to the horse 
this unit is adaptable to any changing 
conditions, for it may be attached to any 
kind of vehicle or used singly or in mul- 
tiple teams. 

On the other hand the electric wins a 
point in its favor if the conditions of 
service indicate that requirements for 
the vehicles will remain the same for 
many years. 


Advantages of Gasoline Trucks 


T is interesting to observe rather close- 

ly the instances where a concern found 
one type to be particularly well suited to 
its conditions and to locate the reasons 
for this. Obviously each type has cer- 
tain advantages over other types which 
make it more profitable for individual 
requirements. Summarizing the opin- 
ions which were expressed in this re- 
spect, we have the following five “ad- 
vantages” of gasoline trucks: 

1. No limit to length of a day’s run. 
They are ready for emergency service 
even after they have completed a full 
day’s work. 

2. Able to keep up speed to the end of 
a day’s work, which is not true of horses 
or electrics. The electric power is de- 
pleted after a certain amount of use 
and after carrying heavy loads. 

3. Able to carry heavy loads when nec- 
essary without the sacrifice of regularity 
and dependability. 

4. Gasoline is obtainable practically 
everywhere, not always true of electric 
current. 

5. Good advertisements—they mark 
their owners as being “progressive.” 


Advantages of Horses 


| Parrscsagin ye we can quote the experi- 
ence of those who have found horses 
to be profitable in the form of these five 
points. 

1. Low cost of equipment. Where 
capital is limited the horse and wagon 
meets the hauling requirements with 
a minimum investment. (Note, however, 
that this is offset in some cases by par- 
tial payment plans now being offered 
by electric truck manufacturers.) 

2. Depreciation and repair costs are 
low; in fact, sometimes negligible. 

3. Adaptability from one carrying unit 
to another, especially important where 
hauling conditions are not steady. 

4. Fewer and less serious accidents. 
Less risk of fines and consequences of 
violating city ordinances, speed laws, etc. 
Lower cost for licenses, taxes, etc. 

5. Driver need not be a skilled chauf- 
feur or mechanic, as in the case of gas 
trucks. 


Advantages of Electrics 


T HE opinions of those who favor the 
electric truck may be summarized as 
follows: 

1. They are cleaner vehicles than gas 
trucks or horse-drawn units, making them 
more pleasant to work with and pre- 
ferred by many drivers.

2. Easier to operate than gas trucks. 
Better drivers may be obtained. 

3. Fewer responsibilities for upkeep 
and mechanical attention; hence less run- 
ning repairs and idle time in the shop. 

4. Longer serviceable life than gas 
trucks and lower cost for depreciation. 

5. They use fuel only when they are 
producing; a point of favor in compari- 
son with horses, as horses must be fed 
regardless of whether they work or not. 

6. They do not wast2 fuel while idle at 
stops as in the case with gasoline cars. 

Each of the types has disadvantages 
as well as advantages, of course, which 
are equally well worth considering in 
arriving at a decision. The survey 
brought out some interesting opinions 
as to why a concern was opposed to a 
certain type. Here are the tabulated 
“disadvantages” as they were found. 


Disadvantages of Gas Trucks 


l FIRE risk too great. It is an ob- 
¢ vious fact that there is greater fire 
risk with gas trucks than with horses 
or electrics. 

2. Too much trouble with repairs and 
less actual productive service on account 
of lengthy lay-ups. 

3. Not as dependable as electrics on 
account of frequent breakdowns on the 
road. (Note that this objection may be 
discounted to the extent that with care- 
ful driving and maintenance this may 
be wholly or at least partly overcome. 
An excessive number of breakdowns can 
always be attributed either to the use 
of inferior vehicles or to some fault in 
the maintenance plan.) 


Disadvantages of Horses 


l STABLE space scarce or too high 
e in cost. It is noticeable that sta- 
bling is becoming a problem in large 
cities. 

2. Too much time lost in getting from 
the plant to the route location. 

3. Difficulty of finding public horse- 
shoers when needed. 

4. Unfavorable appearance as an ad- 
vertisement. Usually unclean and fre- 
quently give an impression that the firm 
is “behind the times.” 


Disadvantages of Electrics 


1 HIGH investment cost of vehicle, 
e batteries and charging boards. 

2. Less dependable in winter months 
and under difficult running conditions. 

3. Speed cannot be maintained when 
batteries near the end of their useful 
life. Early replacement of battery is 
necessary if speed and long daily mile- 
age is essential. 

4. Not as easily disposed of or ex- 
changed to advantage as are gas trucks 
and horses. Not as many concerns in 
the market to buy used electric truck 
equipment. 


Conclusions 


T is most difficult to attempt to draw 
specific conclusions from the foregoing 
which may be generally applicable. Uses 
and opinions are certain to differ, just as 
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individual conditions and local prejudices 
differ. The points of advantages and 
disadvantages as these owners have ex- 
pressed them will have to stand as such 
for the individual reader to agree with 
or disagree with, according to the nature 
of his own business. 

We may be excused, however, for sug- 
gesting the following brief points from 
the information tabulated in the fore- 
going, bearing in mind that we are at- 
tempting only to outline the reasons for 
the apparent economy of each type in 
what seems to be its proper field. 

1. The gasoline vehicle is most gen- 
erally preferred by warehouse owners. 
It is best used on lIcng routes; where 
stops are infrequent; where speed is a 
requisite; where proper maintenance can 
be provided; where fire risk can be 
avoided; where roads are hilly and of 
fairly good condition; where route re- 
quirements are strenuous. 

2. The horse and wagon has many 
advocates in the warehouse business. It 
is best used on routes within a short 
radius from the warehouse; where stops 
are frequent; where roads are poor; 
where capital is limited; where speed is 
not a requisite; where stable space is 
not expensive; where idle standing time 
is great; where future conditions are 
uncertain; where good driver-mechanics 
are difficult to obtain. 

3. The electric vehicle has not reached 
a very wide field of service among ware- 
housemen, although it is showing a 
steady increase. It is best used on me- 
dium-length hauls, from three miles to 
eight or ten miles; where daily duty is 
fairly constant; where loads are not ex- 
tremely heavy; where roads are well 
paved and level; where electric current 
costs are low; where indications are that 
requirements will be the same for many 
years; where highest type of driver- 
salesmen are required, 


Trucks in Transport Field 


The rapid increase in the use of mo- 
tor trucks in the general transportation 
industry is strikingly apparent in an 
analysis of sales just made by officials 
of the General Motors Truck company. 
Since the first of the year the transpor- 
tation field has ranked first in the number 
of trucks purchased: 

The growing use of motor trucks for 
interstate and intercity freight hauling 
is credited for a large part of this in- 
creased use of trucks for transportation 
purposes. It is expected that during the 
next few years the demand for trucks 
for freight hauling will continue heavy 
to meet the requirements of those larger 
railroads which are substituting the mo- 
tor truck for the handling of package 
and short: haul freight. 

Another interesting fact brought out by 
the sales analysis is the growing use of 
tractor-trucks, particularly for transpor- 
tation purposes. The trend in this field 
is toward economy of operation by using 
a tractor-truck and trailers, according to 
the sales records of the General Motors 
company. 
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Plan for A. W. A.-C. W. C. Consolidation Will Be 


Considered at Central’s Convention in J uly 


HE suggestion, considered at Houston last January, 

that the American Warehousemen’s Association and 
the Central Warehousemen’s Club consolidate, was dis- 
cussed at a conference held in Chicago in May and at- 
tended by representatives of the two organizations. 

A tentative program calling for a merger was outlined 
in resolutions which were adopted. 

This program will be presented to the Central Ware- 
housemen’s Club when it convenes, probably in Davenport, 
Iowa, July 14-16. If it is accepted by the Central it will 
then be brought before the annual convention of the 
American Warehousemen’s Association, which will take 
place Dec. 8-12 in Chicago. 

It will be recalled that when the American and the 
Central and the National Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association held their joint convention in Houston there 
was talk that some plan might be prepared under which 
the three organizations would join in forming one great 
national association within the industry, the purposes 
being to eliminate duplication of effort and to economize 
on convention and traveling expenses for the members 
of the three bodies. 

At Houston the A. W. A. directors and the C. W. C. 
executive committee adopted a resolution requesting the 
new presidents, respectively Gardner Poole, Boston, and 
Thomas J. Skellet, Minneapolis, to consider and prepare 
an arrangement to combine into one organization and to 
report back as soon as possible. No policy in connection 
with the plan was made known by the N. F. W. A. 

It was to carry out the- instructions contained in the 
Houston resolution that the Chicago conference in May 
was held. In addition to Mr. Poole and Mr. Skellet there 
were present W. W. Morse, Minneapolis, vice-president of 
the American; Roy C. Griswold, Chicago, vice-president 
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of the Central, and D. S. Adams, Kansas City. Mr. Morse 
was made chairman of the meeting and Mr. Adams acted 
as secretary. 

The resolutions drawn up by this committee covered 
the various points brought up in the discussions, ad- 
justed to the best interests of the warehousemen of all 
three branches of the industry—merchandise, household 
goods and cold storage. 

When the C. W. C. meets in the Tri-Cities in July one 
phase of the discussions is expected to cover a sugges- 
tion that, after the American and Central have been 
consolidated, if they do merge, the new major organiza- 
tion have what would be equivalent to three divisions. 
One division would comprise largely the Central’s pres- 
ent members—the inland warehousemen, who have prob- 
lems peculiar to themselves as compared with storage 
executives elsewhere in the country. Another division 
would comprise warehousemen in ports along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. The third division would be made up of 
warehousemen along the Pacific Coast. 

Under this proposition the three divisions would hold 
one annual convention together, corresponding with the 
current winter meetings of the American. Each division 
could then, if its members so voted, hold a semi-annual 
or summer convention in its own region. 

Such a plan, it is pointed out by its sponsors, would 
enable warehousemen to consider and act more effective- 
ly on problems which are exclusively regional, with sub- 
jects of national interest to be taken up at the winter 
gathering of the men of all three divisions. 

Indications are that if the American and Central con- 
vene jointly in Chicago in December the semi-annual 
meeting of the N. F. W. A. will be held in the same city 
immediately thereafter.

Against Price Slashing 


“Business in some sections of the 
country is below normal,” Secretary 
Wood says in a letter to N. F. W. A. 
members regarding price cutting. “It 
is a time when some members become 
panicky. 

“The furniture warehousing industry. 
after many years of effort, has been so 
elevated that its members now generally 
enjoy earnings commensurate with in- 
vestments and good services rendered the 
public. 

“An individual’s panicky judgment 
should not be permitted to break down 
anything or all that has been gained 
during these many years. Undue slash- 
ing of prices in furniture warehousing 
does not stimulate business. To the con- 
trary, it jeopardizes business. 

“The man who sells without regard to 
costs, who overlooks the value of sound 
price stability, who is blind to the ulti- 
mate chaotic state of an industry, pro- 
viding all its members followed the same 
selling tactics, is a menace to himself 
and the good standing of any legitimate 
industry.” 


Maintaining Standards 


To the various associations which 
have members identified with the Na- 
tional the latter has sent resolutions 
which it asks the other organizations to 
adopt also. The text reads: 


“Whereas, the integrity of every mem- 
ber of the National Furniture Ware- 
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housemen’s Association is its most 
valued asset, and 

“Whereas, each member is the volun- 
tary custodian of the Association’s good 
name. 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the Board 
of Directors that the President be au- 
thorized to address the regional and local 
presidents of affiliated associations re- 
questing them to urge their membership 
that any dereliction from the high stand- 
ard of National Association membership 
be promptly reported to the Secretary or 


any member of this board.” 


Correction 


The symbol N. F. W. A. appeared in 
the advertisement of the Schenectady 
Storage & Trucking Co., Schenectady, 
N. Y., on page 305 of the January, 1924, 
issue (the 1924 Warehouse Directory 
number) of Distribution & Warehousing, 
thereby indicating that the Schenectady 
company was a member of the National.

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set down herewith, that the A. W. A.

Yearly Meeting 


§ lien winning and keeping of public 
confidence in the commercial ware- 
house industry; the forestalling of legis- 
lation inimical to the storage business by 
pre-election work on the candidates; 
the perennially active problem of cost 
accounting, and the _ scarcely less 
troublesome question of warehouse re- 
ceipts—these topics accupied a major 
part of the activities of the fourth an- 
nual convention of the California Ware- 
housemen’s Association, held in_ the 
Hotel Oakland, Oakland, on May 8-10. 
Approximately fifty members _at- 
tended, with W. E. Jones, San Francisco, 
the president, in the chair. The officers 
as elected were announced in the June 
issue of Distribution & Warehousing, 
the slate being headed by S. M. Haslett, 
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Delegates who attended the fourth annual convention of the California Warehousemen’s Association at Oakland on 
May 8, 9 and 10

as follows:

More than ten million square feet of 
warehouse floor space was represented 
at the convention. This space, with a 
capacity for housing at one time more 
than one million tons of general mer- 
chandise, is scattered all over the State, 
from the Oregon boundary to the Mexi- 
can line, so that this convention was 
probably more truly representative of 
the industry in California than any 
other similar meeting ever held in the 
State. The property value represented 
runs well into the millions, and the 
newspapers surrounding San Francisco 
Bay gave more attention to this State 
convention than to any other class of 
warehousemen ever held before in Cali- 
fornia. 

President Jones in opening the con- 
vention said: 

“There can be no question but that 
trade associations help business, and up- 
lift business standards. We warehouse- 


men must measure up to the highest 
standards of public trust; we must 
educate the public and cultivate its re- 
spect for and confidence in our industry. 
We can, do these things only by support- 
ing our associations, local, State and 
national. The year past has_ been 
very quiet within the association, but 
an important and active year is before 
you, especially with regard to legisla- 
tion. My report in the main deals with 
the future, and I would urge upon you 
the following points: 


Back Wise Legislators 


“That you make the elimination of 
unethical practices an objective for your 
individual and association efforts. 

“That you give the most serious atten- 
tion to the new session of the Legisla- 
ture. Much legislation harmful to the 
industry is possible next spring, and you 
must be prepared. You must help to 
elect competent, honest and decent can- 
didates to the Legislature, and with such 
men in Sacramento you need not fear 
honest and square legislation. 

“That you take definite action on the 
adoption of uniform warehouse receipts. 

“That you settle your local problems 
in your district meetings, and use these 
meetings to increase the membership in 
the State association. 

“That you devote the utmost’ attention 
to the safeguarding of the customers’ 
rights and interests, and to the main- 
tenance of the highest standards of busi- 
ness ethics. 

“And, finally, that you give one 
hundred per cent cooperation to your 
State and national associations so that 
the industry may be made one to be 
proud of, and one in which the whole 
world will have as much confidence as it 
has in its banker.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald, reporting as chairman 
of the legislative committee, said that 
the bill for public necessity and conven- 
ience—ordering that permission must be 
obtained from the State Railroad Com- 
mission, which controls public warehous- 
ing in California, before any new ware- 
house construction could be started, or 
additions to present plants built—had 
been defeated at the latest session of 
the Legislature through the efforts of 


wholesale grocers and canners. He 
continued: 

“The coming session of the Legisla- 
ture is inopportune for the introduction 
of this measure again, but there are two 
fundamental questions before us: 

“First, should we attempt to obtain 
beneficial legislation? 

“Second, should not our efforts be 
directed against inimical legislation? 

“We are confronted with the menace 
of the taking over, by the State Agri- 
cultural Department, of control of the 
warehousing industry from the Rail- 
road Commission. The direction of our 
business would then fall into the hands 
of the Farm Bureau. In order to defeat, 
or avert, such legislation, we must work 
before election to elect clean and honest 
and fair-minded legislators. Advance 
action by every member looking to the 
election of good men to the Legislature 
will accomplish more than we ever can 
do by fighting injurious measures in the 
Legislature after the election. We must, 
however, carefully analyze all bills 
affecting our industry which come up 
in the Legislature, and be prepared to 
work against any that are harmful.” 

This committee further reported its 
disapproval of the “Power and Water 
Bill,” which provides for the State 
taking over all hydro-electric power 
plants, and sites for similar plants, in 
California, and permits the issue of 
half a billion dollars in bonds to finance 
the project. 

The committee reported that it 
favored the measure to tax publicly- 
owned public utilities, either State- 
owned or municipal. 

By resolutions the convention then 
went on record deciding, (1) to intro- 
duce no new bills at the 1925 session 
of the Legislature; (2) as disapproving 
the “Power and Water Bill”; and (3) 
as approving the bill to tax publicly- 
owned public utilities. Both these meas- 
ures will be on the ballot at the next 
general election. 

L. A. Bailey, San Francisco, secre- 
tary, made the report of his committee 
on warehouse receipts, noting the small 
response he had received from the 
membership to his request for samples 
of the receipts they are using. He pre- 
sented for the consideration of the mem- 
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bers a uniform receipt, virtually the 
same as that used by the Union Ter- 
minal Warehouse Co., Los Angeles, but 
with an insert on the back of the receipt 
of a code of regulations differing to 
some extent from that used by the 
American Warehousemen’s Association. 
These inserted regulations would state, 
briefly summarized: 

1. That the rates are as filed with 
the Railroad Commission, and are not 
contractual, but are subject to the 
changes of any made by that Commis- 
sion. 

2. That the rates made do not in- 
clude insurance. 

3. That damage by fire, weather, 
strikes, riots, or other cause beyond the 
control of the warehousman, is at the 
owner’s risk. 

4. That the rates are subject to 
limited liability. 

5. That the warehouseman issuing 
such a receipt is not responsible for 
telephone orders. 


Advertising 


The association adopted the receipt as 
presented by Mr. Bailey. 

On motion by Mr. Haslett the associa- 
tion adopted a resolution—similar to the 
memorials of the American and San 
Francisco associations, to the effect that 
the Transportation Act of 1920 should 
be let alone until sufficient time had 
passed to prove or disprove its value. 

Mr. Gibson read a paper on “How to 
Increase Business—Advertising,” saying 
in part: 

“The warehouseman has the oppor- 
tunity of advertising in many forms 
aside from those commonly considered 
as advertising or publicity. Every ex- 
planation to a prospect is an advertise- 
ment; the talk of this prospect with 
his friends, and their comments on his 
use of warehousing, the ‘sale’ of the 
prospect, the signs on our windows and 
trucks and letterheads, and every letter 
that we write—all these are advertising. 
We sell ourselves and our business by 
our personal traits of character, by the 
impression we make on the people with 
whom we come in contact, as well as by 
the announcements we publish regard- 
ing our business. There is no myster- 
ious power in advertising; it cannot per- 
form miracles; it is merely the effort to 
organize and systematize business so 
that it is accepted as a matter of fact, 
thus establishing confidence in the in- 
dustry or business so advertised. 

“The warehouseman must create ‘con- 
sumer acceptance’; he must make the 
industry useful and used as a matter 
of routine usage by the whole world. 
The problems which confront the ware- 
houseman in his advertising are two- 
fold—first, he must overcome ignorance 
of the warehousing industry in the 
mind of the general public, and, second, 
he must clear up a widespread miscon- 
ception of the industry and substitute 
therefor broader understanding of it. 
In fact, the real competition which the 
warehouseman meets today is ignorance 
of the industry, and misconception of 
the business on the part of the public 
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from which, his prospects and customers 
are drawn. 

“Now, the warehouseman must over- 
come these twin competitions, these 
powerful resistance factors to the 
successful conduct of his’ business, 
largely by the use of advertising. He 
must demonstrate clearly that ware- 
housing is an industry of real service to 
the world. Each warehouseman must 
carry on his own advertising, and this 
advertising need not be costly if prop- 
erly planned and carefully carried out. 
The advertising appropriation of a 
warehousing firm should be exactly pro- 
portionate to the size and the growth of 
the business. In planning this advertis- 
ing, we find that there are two classes 
of prospects for the California ware- 
houseman, the eastern and the local, the 
former for distribution westward, and 
the latter for local distribution.

“The Lawrence Warehouses use two 
kinds of advertising—direct by mail, 
and by advertisements. The mail adver- 
tising, the greater part of which goes 
to prospects in the East and Middle 
West, is confined to a list of 1000 ‘live’ 
names, each of whom receives a sales 
letter at least once every other month. 
Advertisements in Distribution & Ware- 
housing, The Sales Manager, and 
Printers’ Ink are used. These all help 
sales managers and manufacturers to 
solve their distribution problems on the 
Pacific Coast. Advertisements in news- 
papers and magazines are illustrated 
with cleverly drawn pictures, to attract 
the attention and intrigue the interest 
of the general reader. This kind of 
advertising sells warehousing first, and 
the Lawrence Warehouses second.” 

A vote of thanks was passed unani- 
mously to Mr. Gibson for his paper. In 
the discussion which followed it was 
brought out that the Lawrence Company 
works out an advertising budget each 
March—the beginning of the firm’s 
advertising year—with one advertising 
firm, and then adheres strictly to this 
program. The budget for this corpora- 
tion for this year is $7,500, according to 
Mr. Gibson. 
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William S. Hall, of Chico, reporting 
as chairman of the committee on season 
rates, brought out that, in the opinion 
of this committee, and in the experience 
of many warehousemen, season rates 
were discriminatory, wrong in principle, 
and should not be applied except in 
those country warehouses in which long 
usage has made it almost impossible to 
eliminate or change the custom. 

“Season rates,” said Mr. Hall, “cause 
irritation on short-term storage, with 
no appreciation on long-term storage. 
By their use, the farmer who moves his 
old and useless barn to a railroad siding, 
gets State permission, opens a ware- 
house, and at once establishes unjust 
competition with the regular warehouse- 
man who has thousands of dollars in- 
vested in adequate buildings and who is 
giving real protection and service to his 
customers. Good warehousing can be 
made possible and general only if 
service is adequately paid for.” 


Against Seasonal Rates 


Discussion of this paper brought out 
that the seasonal rate does not pay on 
storage of one month or less, but does 
pay when the goods are held for longer 
periods. In the majority of cases among 
the California warehousemen, no labor 
charge in and out is made except on 
grain, for which 15 cents a ton is 
charged for loading into cars and 15 
cents more for weighing out. Inasmuch 
as the weighing in is included in the 
storage charge on the grain, there is 
little revenue from the weighing out, 
which fs seldom called for. It seemed 
to be the consensus of opinion that con- 
ditions varied so in different localities 
that a general rule on season rates 
could not be formulated. It was shown 
that the city warehouseman was receiv- 
ing $1.85 for grain, compared with $1 
to $1.25 received by the country ware- 
houseman, and, the general view seemed 
to be that these rates were not equitable. 
The warehousemen seemed to _ believe 
that the public necessity and conven- 
ience act, mentioned previously, would 
aid the established warehousemen by 
eliminating the irregular warehouse- 
man who seldom if ever figured cor- 
rectly on costs, investment, overhead, or 
service. 

Wesley Howell, San Francisco, in a 
paper on insurance declared insurance 
costs could be lowered materially by con- 
ferences between the warehousemen and 
the State Insurance Board, such con- 
ferences leading to minor changes which 
might often work considerable savings 
in insurance. He believed that the 
mutual companies were the best for the 
warehousemen until the warehousing 
industry had reached the point where it 
could organize its own cooperative in- 
Fire, leasehold, use and occu- 


surance. 
pancy and compensation § insurance 
should be carried, Mr. Howell said, 


while earthquake, storm, strike and 
riot protection was necessary also. 
Discussion brought out the danger of 
negligence by the employee, the general 
belief that group insurance in a State 
association would be the best protection, 
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and that the rates of “non-board” in- 
surance companies were more favorable, 
and just as safe, as those of the “board” 
companies. The general view, as fre- 
quently expressed by the warehousemen, 
was that the “board” companies put on 
“all the traffic will bear,” while the non- 
board companies’ rates are about 20 per 
cent lower. The sentiment of the con- 
vention was decidedly in favor of the 
non-board companies. 


Tariff Changes 


At the banquet, on the evening of the 
8th, Charles Spear, president of the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners, 
which controls and operates the publicly- 
owned port of San Francisco, was the 
guest of honor. 

When the delegates reassembled on 
the 9th, Charles T. B. Jones, Los 
Angeles, presented a report on ware- 
house tariff changes, saying in part: 

“There have been few changes in 
warehouse tariffs in the past year in 
California, none in Los Angeles, none 
in the smaller cities, and few in San 
Francisco, Oakland and Sacramento. 
Such changes as have been made have 
been largely in an effort to establish a 
proper and consistent rate on small 
packages. In all probability there will 
be some reductions in the grain tariffs in 
the future, but the problem is complex, 
yet serious, and it must be solved. Study 
of the situation shows that the average 
rates on grain per ton per season are $1 
to $1.25, while those on rice are $2, and 
on beans about equal to those on grain 
or a little higher. These rates in gen- 
eral include receiving at the door, weigh- 
ing in and out, and loading the car, al- 
though some warehouses make an extra 
charge for the car-loading. 

“It would appear from past experi- 
ences that the country warehouses should 
replace their season rates with monthly 
rates, and should charge for service 
separately from storage. The warehouse- 
man must figure all costs to make a 
legitimate profit, but he cannot so figure 
on season rates. Warehousemen are 
neglectful in learning when each com- 
modity is paying its own share of the 
expense. This cannot be told from the 
monthly or yearly balance sheet, and the 
charging of less than cost for handling 
is a most serious and costly error. Han- 
dling costs for each commodity are differ- 
ent, and must be figured out separately 
for each. Every warehouseman must 
collect accurate cost data on every com- 
modity stored, or he will lose money. 
We solve our own problem in my firm in 
this respect by leasing the space, and 
charging the customer for the service of 
handling in and out.” 

At the beginning of the discussion fol- 
lowing this paper, President Jones an- 
nounced that the San Francisco Ware- 
housemen’s Association was now at work 
endeavoring to have the rates averaged 
up to the actual needs of the business. 

Secretary Bailey declared that rates 
and charges differed, in city warehouses, 
with every city in which such a ware- 
house was located. He said he had tried 
for some time to correlate rates in the 
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different cities, but had been totally un- 
able to do so, yet he believed that these 
rates should be the same in all cities in 
the same section of the country. He 
urged that a uniform tariff be estab- 
lished in all cities that are distributing 
centers in the same section of any State. 
“If these rates were the same,” he said, 
“it would help the warehousemen ‘n all 
cities and I would urge this association 
to devote much and serious attention to 
the working out of uniform rates.” 

In the discussion it developed as the 
sense of the membership that proper 
compensation should be demanded and 
collected for special services, such as 
clerical work. This was a legitimate 
charge and produces an extra revenue; 
the warehouseman should not give it 
away. In further explaining the system 
on which his firm leases out its space, 
Mr. Jones said: 

“In the leasing out of space we charge 
for service on an hourly basis, or by 
conference with the customer, at which 
the price for the work is fixed. We have 
demonstrated that, by this method, we 
make $2, where we make $1 on ordinary 
storage. Of course the income and the 
profit accruing therefrom depend to 
some extent on the volume of business 
handled. The system does not pay on 
small lots, but it pays very well on large 
lots. We operate the leasing system 
on a square foot basis, and we keep a 
stock record for the customer, and 
charge him for keeping it. We get 4 
to 6 cents per square foot, and we 
charge for aisles, gangways, and all 
space. 

“This system also eliminates claim 
payments and_ shortages on package 
check-ups. We assume no losses when 
we lease the space. The customers 
keep tab on the quantities stored, and we 
have not paid $100 in shortages in 25 
years.” 

Cost Finding 


S. M. Haslett read a special report on 
cost accounting in which he said in 
part: 

“The margin between revenues and 
expenses in the warehousing business is 
so narrow that very close and intimate 
analysis of costs and income is of the 
utmost necessity to every warehouse- 
man, whether he operates a large city 
storage plant or a very small country 
warehouse. The first thing that the 
warehouseman must learn is that no 
service shall be given at a LOSS. The 
cost of a cost-accounting service is pro- 
hibitive at times, it is true, but all of 
us can make tests of per-ton costs at 
regular and frequent intervals without 
much expense. Our investigations of 
the operation of our business along these 
lines should produce full information on 
the following points: 

“1. Cost of storage. 


“2. Classification of expenses, 
with great care. 
“3. Investment, including depreciation. 

“4. Operating expenses, such as overhead, 
salaries, and advertising. 

“5. Taxes of all kinds. 

“6. Loss and damage claims, 
legal expenses on same. 

“7. Comparative value of productive and 
non-productive labor.” 


Mr. Haslett went into minute detail 


detailed 


including 
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on these points, showing the member- 
ship actual methods by which the work 
of cost-accounting could be simplified 
and the expenses involved reduced. In 
the ensuing discussion the convention 
agreed to present to the Railroad Com- 
mission a plea for action against the 
rate-cutters in the warehousing in- 
dustry, basing their plea on the fact 
that, under the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, railroads are not allowed 
to deviate from fixed rates. It was 
suggested also that the Commission be 
asked to put a special investigator on 
this problem, but the general opinion 
seemed to be that this matter should be 
held in abeyance until after the 1925 
session of the State Legislature. 

On motion of Mr. Dillon, the secre- 
tary was instructed to compile a list of 
the warehousemen in California who are 
not now members of the association, so 
that an organized campaign for new 
members may be started. 


Business Conditions 


Call for reports on business prospects 
by communities brought out the follow- 
ing: 

Los Angeles—Fair but quiet, with 
recent increase of automobile storage 
helping those who handle this form of 
business. Four new warehouses are to 
be completed there within the next six 
months, with 500,000 square feet of floor 
space. The drouth and the hoof and 
mouth disease quarantine were held re- 
ponsible for such depression as is being 
felt. 

San Francisco—Business for 1924 
much better than for 1923 or 1922, with 
the supposed bad effect of the drouth 
and foot and mouth disease quarantine 
not yet felt to any appreciable extent. 

Sacramento—Prospects in the Sacra- 
mento Valley not so good as at this time 
last year, the drouth and the cattle quar- 
antine having a particularly bad effect. 
Grain reported spotted; barley and 
wheat low, and beans about half a, crop. 

San Joaquin Valley—Crops about 50 
per cent, all badly spotted, with ware- 
housemen expecting about 50 per cent 
of last year’s business. 

Chico—Rice acreage and crop about 
the same as last year, with large stocks 
in the warehouse, and general business 
somewhat lower than at the same time 
in 1928. 

Frenso — Depression there about 
passed, with business in general on the 
upward turn, the first three months of 
1924 comparing favorably with the same 
period in 1923. Raisin and dried-fruit 
business improving. 

San Luis Obispo—Grain crop 20 per 
cent of last year’s, which was 60 per 
cent of a regular crop; Ventura bean 
crop delayed by lack of sufficient rain 
for the past four years; expecting about 
three bags per acre. 

Santa Mario—Bean crop, 25 per cent; 
barley crop, 35 per cent. 

Yosemite Valley, Santa Barbara and 
Los Angeles sent invitations for the 
1925 annual convention, to be held late 
in May or early in June. 

W. C. Nixon, Fresno, brought up the 
7 per cent tax on the revenues of truck 
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companies hauling outside of incorpor- 
ated cities, and it was reported that the 
organized truck owners and operators 
of the State were preparing to fight this 
new law as_ unconstitutional on the 
ground that taxicabs and sightseeing 
buses were to be expected, thus making 
it class legislation. 

Mr. Nixon brought up the point that 
county tax assessors were getting the 
habit of compelling warehousemen to 
furnish statements of the contents of 
their warehouses, classified by owners 
of each lot of goods, for purposes of 
assessment and taxation. 

“By this action,” said Mr. Nixon, “the 
assessor singles out the warehouseman 
as a class, and this sort of class distinc- 
tion should not be tolerated. It hits 
the warehouseman hard, and in some in- 
stances has induced customers to take 
away large quantities of stored goods 
and put them in _ storage in another 
State where the assessors do not follow 
this method. In some cases the ware- 
houseman has even had to collect the 
taxes on such lots of goods.” 

S. M. Haslett of San Francisco re- 
ported that his attorneys had advised 
him that this law could not be beaten, 
but that the expense of the work should 
be borne by the assessor’s office. He 
opposed any action of the association in 


opposition to the law.

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- Massachusetts Warehouse- 
men’s Association 
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Federal Policy Announced 


T HE May monthly meeting of the 
Massachusetts Warehousemen’s As- 
sociation was held in Boston on the 15th. 

George S. Lovejoy, Boston, president, 
reporting regarding the association’s 
protest against more space at the Boston 
Army Base being placed on the market 
for rental in unfair competition with the 
public storage industry. Mr. Lovejoy 
read a letter from the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War in which the latter wrote: 

“It is not the purpose of the War De- 
partment to enter into competition with 
commercial interests or to lease property 
to commercial interests for less than 
fair rental value.” 

A communication from Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover was read urging con- 
sumers to store coal during the summer 
months for fall and winter needs in 
order to relieve car shortage. 

Gardner Poole, Boston, president of 
the American Warehousemen’s Associ- 
ation, foreshadowed consolidation of the 
A. W. A. and the Central Warehouse- 
men’s Club into one organization. 

Anson M. Titus, Boston, secretary, an- 
nounced that new electrotypes of the 
association’s seal would be furnished the 
members at an early date.

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Minnesota Warehouse- 
men’s Association 
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TT HE activities of transfer companies 

which advertise to engage in the 
public storage business but do trans- 
ferring only is a current problem before 
the warehousemen of Minnesota. 

The subject was considered at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Minnesota Ware- 
housemen’s Association at the Traffic 
Club in Minneapolis in May. Col. Frank 
Matson, a member of the State Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, under 
which Minnesota’s warehousing industry 
is regulated, told the assembled storage 
executives: 

“T find that the matter I wanted to 
speak to you about has already had some 
consideration—the matter of these trans- 
fer trucks going about the city adver- 
tising ‘Storage.’ The Commission has 
investigated, in the past thirty days, 
seventeen of these companies. We have 
found everything apparently all right. 
These transfer men appear to do a le- 
gitimate business in that they take all 
goods to some legitimate warehouse for 


storage.

““However, so far as we can find out 
there is nothing to prevent them from 
obtaining possession of a load of goods 
and then storing them somewhere and 
getting a warehouse receipt, or taking 
them somewhere and storing themselves 
without a license. 

“We want to have a consultation with 
your association and try to work out 
some plan to overcome this difficulty. We 
might arrange a conference with the 
transfer men who are vitally interested 
in this matter. The Commission will be 
very glad to do everything in their power 
to assist you.” 

Minnesota warehousemen have been 
under Commission regulation for a num- 
ber of years and are satisfied with the 
arrangement. In this connection one of 
Col. Matson’s comments on how this 
regulation is done will be of interest to 
storage executives generally. He said: 

“Before going on the Commission I 
had a great deal to do with ‘regulation.’ 
I had been in the army, and there it 
seemed that everyone of a higher rank 
than I was engaged in ‘regulating’ me. 
I have also been a married man for a 
number of years and attempted to do 
some regulating on my own account. I 
soon found that the best method was to 
find out how my wife wanted a thing 
regulated and then regulate it in that 
way. That is a good deai how the Com- 
mission looks upon the warehouses.” 

The value of knowledge of overhead 
costs in handling goods in warehousing 
was stressed in talks by George A. Ham- 
ley, Minneapolis, and J. P. Feuling, St. 
Paul, the association’s president. 

“We find,” Mr. Hamley said, “in our 
study of costs and overhead figures in 
connection with association work, that it 
means a great deal to the individual. A 
study of overhead and cost figures in 
your business is just as good and just 
as healthy as good reading in your home. 
Good reading is very necessary for you, 
and if you study and concentrate on it 
it will make a better man of you. If 
you will study your overhead figures and 
your cost figures and other things in 
connection with the business you are con- 
ducting it will make a better operator of 
Ns ag 

“We are passing through rather stren- 
uous times. Business is not good. It is 
slow in returning to normalcy. We find 
we have to apply ourselves to our stor- 
age business, study it and intensify this 
study—and it is helpful to us in over- 
coming some of the faults and glaring 
errors which appeared in time past... . 

“T don’t care how big your organiza- 
tion is, or how good your individual sys- 
tem is, if you sit down with the other 
fellows, your smaller competitors, and 
go over with them the figures in connec- 
tion with the costs of operating your 
business, you will do something for your 
own individual business, if it is only to 
make a better competitor of the fellow 
who is smaller than yourself.” 

Mr. Feuling in his talk said: 

“At a time when we are all very de- 
sirous of getting all possible business 
it is very important that we know our 
costs. I think there is no line of indus- 
try which can exist without knowing 
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its costs. I think perhaps the majority 
of other lines of industry are better in- 
formed on this matter because their 
costs are easier to determine—they buy 
at fixed prices and their overhead costs 
are more definitely defined. ; 

“Tt has really come to this—that where 
you pay a man a dollar, you have got to 
get two in order to break even, not allow- 
ing for profit at all. Some may question 
what part of overhead is chargeable to 
handling and what to storage. That 
subject is under consideration by other 
associations. The American Warehouse- 
men’s Association has given much study 
to it. They all believe it is very impor- 
tant, and I believe it applies as much to 
the cold storage and household goods as 
to the merchandise division. I urge all 
divisions to go into the matter and find 
out what their handling overhead is. 
After that has been determined, go into 
the matter of overhead costs on storage. 
That can be brought up after you have 
first determined what the handling 
charge should be.”

N. Y. F. W. A.—Business very slow 
thus far in 1924, but with members hop- 
ing for improvement; in some instances 
maintenance of rates was being disre- 
garded, although costs continue at those 
of the war-time peak. 

Central New York—Merchandise busi- 
ness about normal. Household goods 
business behind last year’s. 

Buffalo—Industry is enjoying favorable 
conditions. Collections are slow. La- 
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bor conditions are slow. The long dis- 
tance moving business has fallen off con- 
siderably. 

Discussion was had of the situation 
at Albany, where difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in organizing a local associa- 
tion. James G. Perkins, president of 
the Albany Terminal Warehouse Co., said 
he had been made chairman of the local 
Chamber of Commerce committee on for- 
warding and warehousing and was hope- 
ful in this way of getting the Albany 
warehousemen to form an association 
within the coming year. 

Uniformity of methods, legislation, in- 
surance and long distance moving were 
other features of discussion.

They claim that 
shipments, while apparently properly 
packed, must be receiving a great deal of 
rough handling some place, as they are 
invariably badly damaged. 

“Also they advise that the steamship 
lines will not assume responsibility for 
concealed damage, thus causing a great 
deal of dissatisfaction with the customer. 

“It is thought that you might wish to 
have this matter thoroughly investigated 
with a view to finding out just what is 
wrong.” 

Mr. Bostwick read also a letter from 
Rodney S. Sprigg, Los Angeles, secretary 
of the P. C. F. W. A., stressing the neces- 
sity of boxing rugs for transcontinental 
shipment, owing to damage to rugs when 
burlapped.

New Jersey Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Assn. 
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Removal Law Threatened 


HE credit men in New Jersey are pre- 
paring to put forth a new drive for a 
State removal law, according to a report 
submitted to the New Jersey Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association at its May 
meeting, held in Newark. As explained 
by the association’s secretary. Frank J. 
Summers, Newark, in his report of the 
meeting: 

“We can look for some keen activity 
along this line in the near future. A 
representative of one of Newark’s lead- 
ing furniture instalment houses declared 
openly his intention of bringing the mat- 
ter before his association for action at 
their next meeting. 

“Tt will be recalled that we are now 
working under a gentlemen’s agreement 
with the furniture houses whereby we 
are to supply such legitimate informa- 
tion as they desire as to accounts we may 
have on our books and in which they 
have an interest. 

“As far as we could learn no member 
has refused this information since the 
agreement went into effect about two 
years ago. The furniture dealers claim, 
however, that it is the irresponsible van 
owners and those without names on their 


vans who cause them trouble, and on this 
account they want some means of trac- 
ing bad debts, and they figure this can 
be accomplished by having a !aw where- 
by every person wishing to move will 
have to announce his intention to the 
police and secure a permit. It was sug- 
gested that there is an ordinance in 
Newark calling for all vans to display 
their names on the sides in large letters. 
If this were enforced some relief could 
be had. 

“The case of the Monthly Installment 
Loan Company vs. The Skellet Company 
(a storage warehouse), Minneapolis, was 
called to our attention by Secretary 
Reimers of the National association with 
the request that we look into the matter 
as applied to our State. 

“The Loan company attempted to re- 
move goods from Skellet’s on which they 
held a mortgage, but were refused such 
permission, whereupon they sued and 
lost out. The Court granted Skellet 
their charges in full under the Minne- 
sota Lien Law, which, the Court claimed, 
gave them prior right over the mortgage. 
The Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act 
did not enter into the case at all. This 
is a very important decision, and every 
member should make note of it, as he is 
liable to face similar circumstances at 
any time. 

“The committee on laws and legisla- 
tion was asked to look up the New Jer- 
sey lien law and compare it with that 
of Minnesota. The secretary was asked 
to secure a copy of the New Jersey law.” 
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Connecticut Warehouse- 
: men’s Association 
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_ Concealed Damage 


r [ HE May meeting of the Connecticut 

Warehousemen’s’ Association was 
held in New Haven on the 22nd with 
thirteen members present representing 
ten companies in various cities. 

The principal discussion centered on 
the problem of concealed damage. A case 
was cited of such damage being dis- 
covered after goods had been in a mem- 
ber’s possession nearly a year. The 
goods were accepted and stored for the 
account of the consignee. When the 
warehouseman was_ subsequently di- 
rected to uncrate and deliver at an 
apartment, damage was. disclosed. The 
question was brought up as to respon- 
sibility. The consensus of opinion at the 
meeting was that the consignee should 
examine goods when received so as to 
establish claim if necessary; that even 
were the shipper at fault, the consignee 
should not neglect his responsibility. 

It was voted to hold summer meetings 
at members’ warehouses in the various 
cities. 
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Pacific Coast Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Ass’n 
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Northern Division 


NSURANCE, taxation, and the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of stand- 

ards of business integrity among mem- 
bers were the important subjects of dis- 
cussion at the May meeting of the 
northern division of the Pacific Coast 
Furniture Warehousemen’s Association 
at the Whitecotton Hotel, Berkeley, Cal., 
on the 10th. About thirty members at- 
tended, with Reed J. Bekins, San Fran- 
cisco, presiding as regional vice-presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Bekins read a letter from F. L. 
Bateman, Chicago, president of the N. F. 
W. A., calling on State associations for 
pledges of cooperation in establishing 
and maintaining business integrity and 
standing in membership and the elimina- 
tion of dereliction by members in so far 
as possible. On motion by Harvey 
Lyon, Oakland, a pledge to this effect 
was unanimously adopted. 

The purchasing committee, through 
‘Mr. Lyon as chairman, presented a plan 
whereby the members can order their 
‘supplies for six months or a year in ad- 
vance by making up their orders from 
one to two months ahead of need for the 
supplies and handing these orders to the 
committee. An effort is to be made to 
centralize supplies in one locality for 
this division, anticipating deliveries by 
about three months. This action will 
enable the members to purchase their 
supplies, by ordering in quantity, at a 
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considerable reduction from the price 
they would have to pay in the open mar- 
ket and, at the same time, obviate the 
necessity for the purchasing committee 
to hold supplies in storage for members 
and also to defray expenses of handling 
such supplies. The members agreed to 
follow this schedule. 

Announcement was made by the in- 
surance committee that the State rate- 
making bureau had decided to give the 
furniture warehousemen a rate of their 
own for compensation insurance. This 
rate will cover all employees except of- 
fice help, and the new tariff will be is- 
sued within 60 to 90 days from the date 
of the May meeting. The rate will be 
tentative at the start, but the ware- 
housemen and the rate-making bureau 
are now keeping such records from the 
books of the warehousemen that, within 
three years, a rate based on experience 
will be installed and maintained. The 
rate to be given has not been made 
public. 

Incidental to this important report of 
the insurance committee it was brought 
out that the payroll of the member com- 
panies of the northern division was con- 
siderably more than $1,000,000 a year. 
The committee urged all the members to 
watch and keep records of their own ex- 
periences with and losses in compensa- 
tion insurance for the next three years, 
and to pay especial attention to pay- 
ments after accidents, length of time 
men so injured remain away from work, 
and actual condition of men claiming 
compensation during their absence from 
work. 

The Duval bill, applying a 4 per cent 
license tax on the revenues of all indi- 
viduals or firms transporting persons or 
property in automotive vehicles in Cali- 
fornia, was discussed but no action 
taken. 

Insurance 


Fiber cartons for the packing of lamp- 
shades were discussed by Reed J. Bekins, 
and the members agreed that the only 
way for the warehouseman to protect 
himself when moving these goods was to 
box each shade. 

“We have more trouble with shades 
than with any other delicacy of our busi- 
ness,” said E. C. Lyon, Oakland, “and 
we need packing cartons for them, par- 
ticularly for moving and_ storage, 
though not for shipping.” | 

The members agreed that the best size 
for these cartons was 30 by 18 by 18 in., 
and a number were ordered. 

The insurance committee, through 
Harvey Lyon, announced the establish- 
ment of transit insurance rates to the 
customer. The association has agreed 
on the following rates: 


Up to 299 miles, 25 cents per $100. 
Up to 399 miles, 30 cents per $100. 
Up to 499 miles, 40 cents per $100. 
Over 500 miles, 50 cents per $100. 


For insurance against the theft of a 
single package, 25 cents is added to the 
foregoing rates; and for insurance 
against theft or pilferage, 50 cents per 
$100 is added. 

Reed J. Bekins called attention to the 
fact that there are many “jokers” in 
transit insurance policies, so that, if and 
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when there is a loss, the warehouseman 
frequently finds many sources of damage 
and loss entirely uncovered when he had 
thought he was perfectly protected. 

“The best way for the furniture 
warehouseman to protect himself in this 
situation,” said Mr. Bekins, “is to fol- 
low the policies approved by the ware- 
housemen’s associations. It is a fact 
that many policies cover almost nothing 
when it comes time to settle for loss or 
damage.” 

John R. Driver, Berkeley, called at- 
tention to a form of transit insurance 
which offers a_ policy on the goods 
shipped with a rider guaranteeing re- 
pairs in excess of the 10 cents per 
pound railroad limit. Damage must be 
admitted by the railroad, however, for 
this policy to become operative, and it 


does not cover shipments by truck.

Southern Division 


T HE May meeting of the southern di- 
vision was held at the Catherine Inn, 
Los Angeles, on the 14th, thirty-five 
members attending and with A. J. Gat- 
ter, Hollywood, regional vice-president, 
in the chair. 

Announcement was made of the death 
of J. H. Meldrim, president of the City 
Transfer & Storage Co. of Long Beach 
and Los Angeles, and a memorial resolu- 
tion was adopted. Mr. Meldrim was a 
member of the Pacific and National As- 
sociation and of the California Ware- 
housemen’s Association. 

The Duval bill, applying a 4 per cent 
license tax on the gross business done 
by transfer companies beyond the in- 
corporated cities in which they operate, 
was discussed, together with the pro- 
posed transportation act, and opinion 
was expressed that they were uncon- 
stitutional and could be defeated in 
court. A number of the warehousemen 
indicated their intention of supporting 
the California Truck Owners’ Associa- 
tion in such a legal fight. 

It was announced by Henry M. Burge- 
son, Los Angeles, that the new rate book 
would be distributed shortly. It was 
voted that the association should pur- 
chase 100 copies for its members and 
that copies be sent to the secretaries of 
associations throughout the country and 
to leading storage executives. 

The southerners indorsed the pledge 
submitted in the N. F. W. A. resolutions 
regarding reporting “dereliction from 
the high standard” of membership in the 
National.

4 kw the Lincoln Storage Co., Cleveland, 
fell the task of moving the hundreds 
of departments of the Union Trust Co. 
of that city from its old home to its new 
building which is said to be the second 
largest office structure in the world. 

With a full fleet of motor trucks and 
the aid of fifty experienced men the Lin- 
coln company moved the great financial 
institution with all of its departments, 
employing 1300 men and women, without 
the loss of a moment’s time to any of the 
departments or customers. The job oc- 
cupied two weeks and was completed in 
time for the opening of the bank’s new 
home on May 19. 


Through Busy Streets 


All of the work was carried forward 
through what is said to be the busiest 
street intersection of Cleveland—at East 
Ninth Street and Euclid Avenue. So 
systematically was the undertaking han- 
dled that the many tenants of both the 
old and new home and thousands of 
passers-by were unaware of what was 
taking place. 

With only little overtime and no night 
work the Lincoln’s men transferred the 
banking facilities and equipment with- 
out the loss of a single paper, the mar- 
ring of any furniture or the mislaying 
of a check, according to officials of the 
Union Trust Co. This was accompiished 
notwithstanding the necessity of hoisting 
many pieces of equipment down from the 
windows of the old home and up through 
those of the new building—at a time 
when hundreds of tradesmen were still 
engaged in construction work on the 
banking institution’s new 20-story home. 


Job Planned in Advance 


The moving was all planned in advance 
so that the Lincoln company knew just 
when each banking department was to 
be transferred. Starting with scattered 
offices on the twelfth and lower floors, 
the Lincoln company made the transfers 
of departments day by day until the 
fifth floor was reached. Then equipment 
was taken by floors, a large portion of 
those from the fifth floor down being 
occupied by the banking house, so that 
nearly a week before the formal opening 
of the bank the offices were 60 per cent 
housed in the new structure. 

By Saturday morning, two days be- 
fore the opening in the new home, all 
of the banking facilities had been trans- 
ferred except those dealing with check- 
ing accounts and current affairs. After 
the closing hours on this day and on 
Sunday morning these departments, 
along with the funds of the institution, 
were taken to the new home. 

In advance of the moving blue prints 
were made showing to which room, floor 
and exact location every piece of equip- 
ment, from the large electric power ma- 
chines to the smallest file, was to go. 
Then on each of the articles was placed 
a tag giving key information, so that 
when moved the equipment was imme- 
diately set in its permanent place by the 
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Lower exterior of new Union Trust Co. building, Cleveland, showing two of 
the many Lincoln Storage Co. trucks which moved the banking house 


Lincoln company’s workers. 

The size of the undertaking may be 
realized to a limited extent when it is 
understood that there were more than 
5000 pieces of the larger type of office 
furniture, such as desks; more than a 
thousand blocks of filing cabinets; sev- 
eral hundred adding machines; and the 
same number of other heavy machines 
used in the mailing, check cancelling and 
service departments. Books in a quan- 
tity to fill every room of a good-sized 
house had to be moved, and these were 
aside from those carried as a part of the 
regular vaults. 

The bank’s safety deposit boxes, with 
its own papers of great value, were all 
moved without having to be altered from 
their workday positions. In fact, the 
bulk of the files were simply removed to 
the new home without taking any of the 
contents out of place. Papers in desks 
were found as the employees had put 
them at the end of the day’s work. 

The efficiency with which this meving 
was handled is well illustrated in the 
case of the out of town check depart- 
ment. This division cares for 80,000 
checks from other communities every 
day and its work must go forward with- 
out a hitch. 

The department was transferred after 
working hours one afternoon, so that on 
the following morning, when the em- 
ployees returned to their desks they 
found everything in readiness in the new 
office, which occupies the entire Chester 
Avenue side of one floor of the great 
building. Not a check or paper had been 
disturbed and business went forward as 
usual. 

Mails Not Delayed 


Much the same experience held for the 
direct operating departments, such as 
those handling commercial accounts, sav- 
ings, foreign exchange. and on down 
through the list. The mail division of 
the trust company, receiving its letters 
direct from the trains, experienced not 
a minute’s delay in the transfer, accord- 
ing to officials of the bank. 

The heads of the bank report that, so 
far as they know, there has never been 


another instance of a financial house of 
the size of the Union Trust making a 
successful move within so short a time 
and with as great efficiency. 

W. R. Thomas, vice-president of the 
Lincoln company, personally supervised 
the removal activities. He declares that 
while other movings, such as the Federal 
Reserve Bank which was handled by his 
firm a few months ago, presented un- 
usual conditions and problems, the trans- 
fer of the Union Trust constituted the 
most technical job of its kind ever at- 
tempted in Cleveland. 


Hartford Co.’s New Name 


The firm name of the Hartford Des- 
patch & Trucking Co., of which E. G. 
Mooney is president, has been changed 
to Hartford Despatch & Warehouse Co. 
The company’s address is no longer 105 
Albany Avenue, as published in the com- 
pany’s listing in the 1924 Warehouse Di- 
rectory (part of the January, 1924, issue 
of Distribution & Warehousing). The 
addresses of the two warehouses are 225 
Prospect Street and 47 Allyn Street. The 
Prospect Street plant, with 40,000 square 
feet, is fireproof and sprinklered. The 
Allyn Street structure, with 10,000 square 
feet, is non-fireproof. 

Carload shipments should be con- 
consigned to the company, care of East 
Hartford, where one of the warehouses 
is located. 


New B-C Equipment 


A new design of portable elevator and 
a new model, “F,” of lift truck, each 
adaptable for use in warehouses, have 
been placed on the market by the Barrett- 
Cravens Co., Chicago, manufacturers of 
material handling equipment. 

The company is doubling its present 
space at 1328 West Monroe Street, Chi- 
cago, by building four additional stories, 
and claims that the completed structure 
will be “the largest plant in the world 
devoted to the manufacture of lift trucks 
and portable elevators.”

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NATIONAL CONFERENCE 
OF SHIPPERS PLANNED

(negotiable and non-negotiable) — Mr. 
Gerhardt, chairman; Mr. Bacon, Walter 
C. Reid, and Mr. Tilly. 

5. Notice of Orders Filled—Mr. Green, 
chairman; Mr. Lewis. 

6. Invoices and Stock Reports—Mr. 
Tilly, chairman; Mr. Bacon and Mr. 
Morse. 

These various forms and methods were 
described in detail and illustrated in the 
March issue of Distribution & Ware- 
housing, based on the committee’s report 
submitted at the Houston convention in 
January. 

Discussion at the Washington meeting 
in May disclosed that there will be a 
number of slight changes incorporated 
into the final report to be submitted to 
Mr. Hoover in September. 

For example, two forms of the Over, 
Short and Damage were adopted at Hous- 
ton—one containing the clause “How 
loaded, stowed and braced” for use in 
cold storage warehousing operations, but 
with this clause eliminated from the form 
for use by merchandise executives. Mr. 
Morse said at the Washington meeting 
that he had sounded out the opinions of 
merchandise warehousemen and that 99 
per cent of them believed that the pres- 
ence of such a clause on their Over, Short 
and Damage report would not be a stum- 
bling block. Accordingly it was decided 
at the Washington meeting to eliminate 
one of the two forms adopted at Houston. 
The form retained includes the clause 
“How loaded, stowed and braced.” Thus 
was simplification further effected. 

It may be stated that these merchan- 
dise forms and methods as offered to the 
shippers through the Department of 
Commerce at the September conference 
will have the unanimous approval of the 
simplification committee. 


Planning the Conference 


M. HUDSON, expressing his in- 
e dorsement of the inclusion of the 
N. F. W. A. in preparing the household 
goods forms, said that the next step of 
the simplification committee should be to 
present the merchandise and furniture 
storage forms to the Department of Com- 
merce after they had been finally worked 
out. 

This will be done some time in ad- 
vance of Aug. 1. Each form will be 
accompanied by a sheet of information 
as to the exact uses and purposes and 
advantages, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Hudson. The explanations of the mer- 
chandise forms will be written from the 
viewpoint of the national distributors. 

When the bids to the shippers are sent 
out by the Department of Commerce 
every invitation will be accompanied by 
a complete set of the merchandise forms 
and a complete set of the explanatory 
texts. Thus the men who attend the 


September conference will be given ad- 
vance knowledge of the uses and advan- 
tages of the forms and this will assure 
minimum lost motion.

It was agreed that all merchandise 
and cold storage members of the Ameri- 
can Warehousemen’s Association and the 
Central Warehousemen’s Club should be 
requested to supply lists of their custom- 
ers who are national distributors. This 
list will be used confidentially by the 
Department of Commerce for the one 
purpose solely—that of obtaining names 
of shippers to whom the Department 
should issue invitations for the Septem- 
ber conference. For the same purpose, 
Mr. Stiles agreed to furnish the Depart- 
ment of Commerce confidentially with a 
list of about 3500 shippers who use 
warehouses for storage and distribution. 

Discussion as to the exact procedure to 
be followed at the September conference 
brought this suggestion from Mr. Dodd: 

1. Presentation of recommendations 
from the warehousing simplification 
group. 

2. Discussion. 

3. Pledge of support by shippers. 

The simplification committee plans to 
meet in Washington one day prior to the 
opening of the Hoover conference in 
order to work out final details. The 
meeting will take place during either the 
second or the third week of September. 
The political conventions will be out of 
the way and the A. W. A.’s president, 
Gardner Poole, will have returned from 
Europe and the vacation season and the 
hot weather will be over. 

Commenting, at the Washington meet- 
ing in May, on the forms situation in 
general, Mr. Greeley said that in past 
years warehousemen had been encum- 
bered by the shippers’ desire to have 
warehousemen use the individual forms 
prepared by the distributors. This situ- 
ation was “a bugaboo” for the warehouse- 
men, he declared. Regarding the stock 
report which the committee has simpli- 
fied, Mr. Greeley pointed out that this 
report would give the shippers all the 
information it was necessary for them to 
have, and it would be a simple matter for 
the shippers to transfer this information 
from these reports to their own office 
records. It was conceded during discus- 
sion that in the past many shippers had 
been compelled to furnish their own 
forms for the very reason that the ware- 
house industry was using such a wide 
variety, and opinion was expressed that 
shippers would be glad to use standard 
forms were a set presented by the stor- 
age industry. 

Getting the distributors to use the 
forms now simplified was “the real sales 
problem ahead of the group,” Mr. Hud- 
son told the warehousemen, and was one 
of the principal objectives of the Septem- 
ber conference. It was admittedly one 
of the difficulties which lay ahead, he 
said. But, he added: 

“T am optimistic that we will get the 
majority of the shippers to use the forms 
and that we can convert the others later.” 


Another New York “Met” 


The Metropolitan Fireproof Ware- 
houses have been organized in New 
York City with $40,000 capitalization to 
engage in the furniture storage business. 
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COURT UPHOLDS WEICKER 
IN HIS FIGHT TO BUILD 


| scan V. WEICKER, president of 
the Weicker Transfer & Storage Co., 
Denver, has won his legal fight to be 
permitted to erect a new household goods 
warehouse in one of Denver’s residential 
districts. The State Supreme Court has 
reversed the decision, given by a lower 
tribunal, denying Mr. Weicker’s right to 
build on the site selected, at Vine and 
Colfax. 

When the Weicker company sought 
permission, about a year ago, to put 
up the proposed eight-story warehouse, 
the City Council forbade him, on the 
ground that the structure would be a fire 


menace and that the building would at-° 


tract rats to the neighborhood. Property 
owners in the vicinity of the site were 
among those who protested to the mu- 
nicipal authorities. 

Mr. Weicker carried the case to the 
District Court, and Judge Moore upheld 
the City Council. 

The case was then carried by Mr. 
Weicker to the State Supreme Court. 
Justice Haslett P. Burke, in his recent 
opinion reversing the decision of the 
District Court, said: 

“In its objections to the warehouse the 
City Council called the district a residen- 
tial one, declaring that the noise incident 
to the operation of a warehouse would 
injure the district, and that the district 
was likely to become infested with 
rats and that the presence of the ware- 
house would be bad for the youths of the 
district.” 

Calling attention to the fact that in 
the immediate neighborhood were nu- 
merous groceries, public garages, apart- 
ment houses and other business buildings, 
Justice Burke said: 

“The noise of a warehouse could not 
be compared with that of street cars and 
other traffic on a busy avenue like Col- 
fax, and there would be no possible 
danger to the morals of the community. 
The added danger of a pest of rodents 
by reason of the erection of a furniture 
and silver warehouse in a district already 
generally occupied by grocery stores will 
be unworthy of consideration until those 
animals change their habits and diets.” 

The case was remanded to the lower 
court with directions to carry out the 
State Supreme Court’s decision and in- 
struct the City Council to issue the build- 
ing permit. 

On Jan. 1, 1925, a new zoning ordinance 
will go into effect, and it is said that 
unless the Weicker warehouse is erected 
before then there will be further litiga- 
tion. It is understood, however, that con- 
struction work will be put under way in 
time to enable the building to be com- 
pleted before the close of this year.

QUESTION STATE’S RIGHT 
TO TAX STORED COTTON 


f bess Massachusetts Supreme Court is 
asked to pass on the question of the 
right of the city of New Bedford to 
tax cotton held in storage under certain 
circumstances. 

The case has as its basis the taxing, 
by the New Bedford municipal authori- 
ties, in 1920, of 2878 bales of cotton 
held in various storage warehouses in 
New Bedford for the account of vari- 
ous mills. 

Cotton brokers paid the taxes orig- 
inally assessed, but did so under pro- 
test, and the brokers and the city have 
agreed to carry the case on its merits to 
the Supreme Court so that a ruling may 
be had as to a municipality’s right to 
make such assessments. 

The cotton was taxed, on the ground 
that it was personal property, under 
section 23 of the State’s general taxa- 
tion law enacted in 1918. 

The brokers contend that they hold 
only security title to the cotton during 
its passage from the southern shipper 
to its final destination, the purchasing 
mill.
